Supreme  Council  was  then  declared  open  in  the  14° 
and  the  members  of  subordinate  Bodies  were  invited  to 
enter  and  were  admitted. 

On  motion,  the  minutes  of  the  Annual  Session  of  1945 
having  been  printed  and  distributed  to  the  members,  were 
taken  as  read  and  confirmed. 

Ill.kBro.'.O.  E.  Stanton  33°,  on  behalf  of  his  brethren 
resident  in  the  Valley  of  Quebec  and  also  of  those  resident 
in  the  Province  of  Quebec,  extended  to  the  brethren 
assembled  a  very  warm  welcome  to  the  ancient  city  and 
province,  to  which  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  briefly 
responded,  thanking  the  brethren  for  the  preliminary  work 
they  had  done  and  for  the  very  complete  arrangements 
planned  for  our  Executive  and  General  Sessions  as  well  as 
for  our  comfort  and  enjoyment. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  deputed  Ill.kBro.'. 
C.  M.  Dent  33°  to  introduce  Ill.kBro. '.Fred  P.  Farrar  33° 
of  the  Southern  Masonic  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A.  Ill.kBro.'. 
Farrar  was  warmly  welcomed,  responding  in  a  few  well 
chosen  words.  He  was  invited  to  sit  with  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander,  but  requested  permission  to  remain 
with  the  friends  he  had  made  on  the  floor  of  the  Council. 

M.kP.kBro.kWinfield  33°,  then  introduced  P.kBro.k 
George  E.  Bushnell  33°,  Lieut. '.Grand  Commander  of  the 
Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A.  and  our  Representa¬ 
tive  in  the  Supreme  Council  for  the  Northern  Masonic 
Jurisdiction.  P.kBro. ‘.Bushnell  was  warmly  welcomed  by 
our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  invited  to  sit  on  his 
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left  hand.  P.'.Bro.'.Bushnell  addressed  the  Council  briefly, 
expressing  his  great  delight  at  being  able  to  be  with  us  and 
bringing  the  personal  regrets  of  his  Sovereign  Grand  Com¬ 
mander,  coupled  with  his  very  best  wishes  for  a  most  suc¬ 
cessful  meeting. 

Ill. ‘.Bro.h Stanton  33°,  introduced  Ill.kBro/.D.  G.  P. 
Sanderson  32°,  Most  Wor.  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Quebec,  who,  following  a  sincere  welcome  from 
our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  spoke  briefly  and  was 
invited  to  be  seated  on  the  right  of  our  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander. 

Following  the  roll  call  of  our  Representatives  of  Sister 
Jurisdictions  near  this  Supreme  Council,  our  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  requested  these  brethren  to  be  good 
enough  at  an  early  date  to  advise  the  Supreme  Councils 
represented  by  them  of  our  sincere  good  wishes  and  our 
earnest  hope  for  a  long  continuance  of  the  amicable  rela¬ 
tions  enjoyed. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  reported  that  His 
Excellency  Viscount  Alexander  of  Tunis,  Governor-General 
of  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  had  been  crowned  33°  in  the 
Supreme  Council  for  England  and  Wales  shortly  before  his 
departure  for  Canada,  and  that  on  behalf  of  our  Supreme 
Council,  a  message  had  been  sent,  not  only  offering  our 
congratulations,  but  pledging  our  fealty  and  our  prayers 
that  the  stay  of  His  Excellency  and  family  in  Canada  might 
be  most  happy.  His  Excellency  had  acknowledged  the  letter 
with  kindly  words  and  his  best  wishes  for  the  success  of 
our  work. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  explained  that  Ill.*. 
Bro/.E.  A.  Braithwaite  33°,  Deputy  for  Alberta  and  M.*. 
P.'.Bro.hW.  H.  Wardrope  33°,  Past  Sov.’. Grand  Com-  - 
mander,  were  both  prevented  from  attendance  at  our  meet¬ 
ing  through  illness  and  suggested  that  messages  be  sent  to 
these  brethren  and  also  to  Ill.‘.Bro.*.E.  B.  Thompson  33°, 
of  Hamilton,  at  present  ill  in  hospital,  expressing  our  fra¬ 
ternal  affection  and  our  very  best  wishes  for  a  quick  return 
to  health  and  comfort.  By  a  unanimous  vote,  the  suggestion 
of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  was  adopted  and  the 
Grand  Secretary-General  sent  messages  accordingly. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  then  presented  his 
Allocution  as  follows:  — 
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THE  ALLOCUTION  OF  THE  SOVEREIGN 
GRAND  COMMANDER 


To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite 
of  Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 


Peers  and  Brethren : 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  welcome  you  once  more 
to  an  Annual  Session  of  our  Supreme  Council.  On  the 
present  occasion  we  are  assembling  for  the  first  time  in  our 
history  in  the  ancient  capital  of  Canada,  the  historic  old 
city  of  Quebec.  I  am  sure  that  we  all  join  in  an  expression 
of  appreciation  of  the  kindness  of  our  Quebec  brethren  in 
extending  through  Ill. ‘.Bro. ‘.Stanton  an  invitation  to  meet 
here,  and  I  hope  that  our  visit  will  be  thoroughly  enjoyable. 

It  is  interesting,  I  think,  to  recall  the  beginnings  of 
Freemasonry  in  this  city.  The  Craft  was  planted  in  Quebec 
with  the  arrival  of  British  troops.  Of  six  regiments  en¬ 
gaged  in  the  siege  in  1759  five  carried  travelling  warrants 
from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ireland  and  one  from  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  England.  It  may  be  noted  that  of  seven  regiments 
stationed  at  Montreal,  five  held  Irish  warrants,  one  English 
and  one  Scottish. 

Quebec  fell  to  Wolfe’s  army  in  September,  1759  and  in 
November  of  that  year  a  Grand  Lodge  at  Quebec  was 
formed  by  representatives  of  eight  military  lodges 
assembled  for  the  purpose.  This  was  a  Provincial  Grand 
Lodge  under  the  Grand  Lodge  of  “Moderns”,  England,  and 
controlled  Masonry  in  the  province  for  33  years. 

In  1791  Prince  Edward,  father  of  Queen  Victoria,  and 
afterwards  (1799)  created  Duke  of  Kent,  arrived  in  Quebec 
as  officer  commanding  the  7th  Royal  Fusiliers,  and  in  the 
following  year  the  Grand  Lodge  (“Ancients”)  in  England 
issued  a  patent  designating  him  Provincial  Grand  Master 
for  Lower  Canada,  which  office  he  retained  till  1813,  when 
he  was  chosen  to  succeed  the  Duke  of  Atholl  as  Grand 
Master.  Upon  the  amalgamation  of  the  two  Grand  Lodges 
in  England  in  that  year,  his  brother  the  Duke  of  Sussex 
became  Grand  Master  of  the  United  Grand  Lodge  of 
England. 
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In  1855,  following  a  period  of  over  thirty  years  of 
Masonic  inactivity  in  the  province,  representatives  of 
thirteen  lodges  in  Lower  Canada  attended  the  meeting  in 
Hamilton,  Ontario,  at  which  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada 
was  formed,  with  jurisdiction  over  the  two  provinces. 
After  Confederation  (1867)  the  provinces  of  Canada  West 
and  Canada  East  were  renamed  Ontario  and  Quebec  and  a 
strong  feeling  became  apparent  in  favour  of  a  separate 
Grand  Lodge  for  each  province.  In  1869,  at  a  convention 
in  Montreal,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec  was  formed,  though 
a  number  of  Quebec  lodges  maintained  their  allegiance  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  for  several  years.  However,  in 
1874,  the  latter  Grand  Lodge  withdrew  her  opposition, 
recognized  her  sister  Grand  Lodge  and  permitted  her  twenty 
constituent  lodges  in  the  Province  of  Quebec  to  affiliate 
with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec. 

Scottish  Rite  Masonry  had  its  origin  in  1889  during  the 
Grand  Commandership  of  John  Valentine  Ellis,  when  Ill.*. 
Bro.\ Angus  William  Hooper  received  his  33°,  was  elevated 
to  Active  Membership  and  created  Special  Deputy  for  the 
Province  in  one  day.  A  dispensation  was  issued  for  the 
formation  of  Quebec  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  in  1890  Bro.‘. 
Hooper’s  first  report  as  Deputy  for  Quebec  showed  15  mem¬ 
bers  in  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  7  members  in  the  newly 
authorized  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix.  Supreme  Council  issued 
a  warrant  constituting  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  donated 
it  $100,  being  one-half  the  fees  received  on  the  formation 
of  the  Body.  For  nearly  sixty  years  the  two  Bodies  have 
kept  alight  the  torch  of  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  in  this 
ancient  city  and  while  growth  has  never  been  rapid  it  has 
been  substantial.  At  our  last  Return  the  Lodge  of  Perfec¬ 
tion  has  80  members  and  the  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  68. 


The  intimate  connection  between  the  Craft  and  the 
Scottish  Rite  in  Lower  Canada  is  immediately  apparent 
upon  looking  over  the  list  of  Past  Grand  Masters  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec,  when  one  notices  the  names  of 
James  Frederick  Walker,  Isaac  Henry  Stearns,  E.  T.  D. 
Chambers,  Benjamin  Tooke,  J.  Alexander  Cameron,  Rev. 
Frank  Charters,  Arthur  B.  Wood,  William  Carswell,  all 
Active  Members  of  the  Supreme  Council,  and  W.  W. 
Williamson,  Alan  P.  Shatford,  Malcolm  A.  Campbell,  Walter 
Hagar,  Honourary  Members  of  the  Supreme  Council. 
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THE  ALLOCUTION 


These  Illustrious  Brethren  with  their  associates  have 
kept  alive  the  traditions  of  Freemasonry  from  very  humble 
beginnings  and  have  maintained  the  existence  of  our  Bodies 
amid  difficulties  scarcely  appreciated  by  members  outside 
the  local  jurisdiction. 


At  our  last  Annual  Session  I  ventured  to  express  the 
opinion  that  the  post-war  period  of  social,  political, 
economic  and  international  readjustments  would  be  fraught 
with  disappointments  and  dangers.  I  have  no  wish  to  em¬ 
phasize  the  obvious,  but  the  experiences  of  the  past  twelve 
months  have  proved  how  wide-spread  is  the  fear  of  another 
international  explosion  and  how  deeply  rooted  the  growth 
of  selfish  nationalism. 

While  diplomats  haggle  over  an  acceptable  formula  for 
lasting  peace,  hundreds  of  thousands  of  men,  women  and 
children  in  stricken  Europe  are  houseless,  half  naked  and 
starving.  Observance  of  law  is  enforced  only  by  the  armed 
might  of  military  police.  We  must  be  quick  to  accept  our 
Masonic  responsibility,  and  to  share  with  other  Masonic 
Grand  Powers  the  duty  of  contributing  to  the  relief  of  suf¬ 
fering,  particularly  among  our  brethren  in  the  liberated 
countries. 

Nor  can  we  look  with  complacency  upon  our  own 
country,  torn  with  strife,  distrust,  class  hatreds  and  selfish¬ 
ness.  The  ceaseless  harangue  of  the  demagogue,  the  flouting 
of  law  and  order  and  incitement  to  the  rule  of  the  mob  con¬ 
stitute  a  challenge  to  the  patriotism  of  all  loyal  citizens. 
Never  more  than  at  this  moment  do  we  need  to  recall  the 
significance  of  the  figurative  Masonic  campaign  against  the 
five  great  enemies  of  mankind :  Ignorance,  Spiritual 
Tyranny,  Despotism,  Demagogues  and  Selfishness — for 
never  in  our  history  did  they  stalk  so  menacingly  through 
our  land.  Little  wonder  that  one  of  our  distinguished 
jurists  has  voiced  his  opinion  that  we  are  “verging  on 
anarchy”. 

Amid  the  clamour  of  illogical  arguments  and  the  clash  of 
dissenting  ideologies,  Freemasonry  cannot  enter  the  political 
arena  as  a  corporate  entity,  nor  can  a  Grand  Commander’s 
Allocution  be  construed  as  a  political  manifesto;  but  every 
Freemason  can  and  must  in  his  individual  capacity  not  only 
observe  the  injunction  to  “cultivate  harmony,  practice 
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charity  and  live  in  peace  with  all  men”,  but  as  a  good  citizen 
he  must  contend  actively  in  the  fight  for  the  alleviation  of 
human  distress,  the  preservation  of  human  decencies  and 
the  maintenance  of  that  respect  for  ordered  government 
which  is  the  corner  stone  of  our  democratic  way  of  life.

During  the  past  year  I  have  confined  myself  entirely 
to  visiting  the  Bodies  in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  which  I 
had  largely  neglected  during  the  previous  two  years  by 
reason  of  my  visits  to  the  Western  and  Eastern  portions  of 
the  Jurisdiction.

I  was  given  the  honour  of  proposing  the  toast  to 
The  Barton  Lodge,  to  which  Wor.  Bro.  Prof.  Norman  Mac¬ 
donald,  Wor.  Master,  made  an  eloquent  response. 

November  16th,  1945 — I  joined  the  brethren  of  Elgin 
Lodge  of  Perfection,  Niagara  Falls,  Ontario,  in  which  I  hold 
honourary  membership,  on  a  fraternal  visit  to  Palmoni 
Lodge  of  Perfection  of  Buffalo,  N.Y.  I  was  accompanied 
by  Ill.'. Bros. ’.Cuddie  and  Cunningham.  The  officers  of 
Elgin  Lodge  of  Perfection  exemplified  the  14th  Degree  for 
a  large  class  of  Buffalo  brethren  and  a  thoroughly  enjoyable 
evening  was  spent. 

November  19th-20th,  1945 — Fall  Reunion  of  Hamilton 
Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix.  Degrees  were  conferred 
on  a  class  of  30  candidates. 

November  21st-23rd,  1945 — Fall  Reunion  of  Moore 
Sovereign  Consistory.  The  class  of  candidates  numbered 
100,  and  the  attendance  from  all  parts  of  the  Province  and 
the  adjacent  States  of  the  Union  was  very  large.  I  think  it 
was  the  best  Consistory  Reunion  that  I  can  recall.  The 
brethren  from  Guelph  conferred  the  22nd  Degree,  London 
the  24th,  and  Ottawa  .the  29th,  before  enthusiastic 
audiences. 

November  26th,  1945 — Peterborough  Lodge  of  Perfec¬ 
tion.  I  had  a  very  warm  fraternal  reception  and  saw  the 
14th  Degree  conferred  upon  a  class  of  32  candidates. 

January  23rd-25th,  1946 — Moore  Sovereign  Consistory. 
The  triennial  election  brought  to  a  close  the  term  of  office 
of  Ill.'. Bro. '.C.  H.  Cunningham  33°,  who  has  served  the 
Consistory  with  marked  distinction.  Ill.'. Bro. '.C.  M.  Dent 
33°,  was  elected  to  succeed  him.  The  installation  ceremonies 
were  followed  by  a  special  Winter  Assembly  for  the  benefit 
of  candidates  residing  in  the  Valley  of  Fort  William,  at 
which  the  class  was  augmented  by  the  addition  of  brethren 
who  were  not  able  to  present  themselves  in  November.  The 
20th,  21st,  23rd,  27th,  30th,  31st  and  32nd  Degrees  were 
conferred  in  splendid  fashion  upon  a  class  of  37. 
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January  27th,  1946 — I  attended  the  special  service  for 
members  of  the  Rite  in  St.  Andrew’s  Presbyterian  Church, 
Toronto.  Ill.’.Bro. ‘.Rev.  Thomas  Eakin,  Ph.D.  32°,  de¬ 
livered  an  impressive  sermon. 

January  31st,  1946 — The  Bodies  in  the  Valley  of 
Ottawa  tendered  a  reception  to  the  Grand  Commander  and 
Mrs.  Mcllwraith.  Over  450  sat  down  to  a  delightful  dinner 
under  the  chairmanship  of  Ill.’.Bro.’.J.  P.  Kenney.  Through 
the  kindness  of  Ill. '.Bro.h Pitts  I  was  entertained  at 
luncheon  with  all  the  Ottawa  members  of  the  33°,  except 
Ill.’.Bro.’.E.  S.  Macphail,  absent  through  illness,  whom  I 
visited  at  his  home. 

February  5th,  1946 — In  the  absence  of  the  Deputy  for 
Ontario,  I  installed  the  officers  of  Murton  Lodge  of  Per¬ 
fection  at  the  largest  meeting  I  have  ever  attended  outside 
of  a  Reunion  Assembly. 

On  February  11th,  1946 — Ill. ‘.Bros. ‘.Lees,  Cuddie, 
Cunningham  and  I  were  entertained  at  dinner  by  Ill.'.Bro.’. 
Berkinshaw,  retiring  T.‘.P.’.G.‘.M.‘.of  Toronto  Lodge  of 
Perfection  and  afterwards  I  conducted  the  installation 
ceremony,  at  which  Sov.h Prince  Arthur  E.  MacGregor  18°, 
was  installed  as  T.'.P.'.G.’.M.’..  The  attendance  was  large 
and  the  meeting  very  enjoyable. 

March  26th,  1946 — I  returned  to  Ottawa  for  the  Spring 
Reunion  of  the  two  Bodies,  accompanied  by  Ill. ‘.Bros.*. 
Malcolmson,  Lees,  Cunningham  and  Dent.  We  were  joined 
in  Ottawa  by  the  Lieut. ‘.Grand  Commander  and  Ill.'.Bro.*. 
Harry  Minchinton,  and  witnessed  a  very  fine  exemplifica¬ 
tion  of  the  degrees  of  the  Lodge  and  Chapter.  The  pleasure 
of  the  meeting  was  marred  by  the  sudden  death  of  the  elder 
sister  of  Ill.’.Bro. ‘.Ross.  We  all  attended  the  funeral 
services. 

March  28th,  1946 — The  22nd  Anniversary  of  Elgin 
Lodge  of  Perfection,  Niagara  Falls.  The  official  visit  of 
the  Ill. ‘.Deputy  for  Ontario,  accompanied  by  a  very  large 
contingent  of  Hamilton  officers  and  brethren  and  large 
deputations  from  Toronto,  Buffalo  and  Niagara  Falls,  N.Y. 
I  had  the  pleasure  of  presenting  the  jewel  of  the  33°  to  Ill.*. 
Bro. ‘.Charles  G.  Burch. 


April  18th-21st,  1946 — The  Maundy  Thursday  cere¬ 
monies  of  Hamilton  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  brought  out  an 
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attendance  of  well  over  400,  and  on  Sunday  morning  336 
sat  down  to  have  breakfast  together  before  attending  the 
Relighting  Ceremonies.  All  the  degrees  of  the  Chapter  were 
conferred  and  the  work  was  most  impressively  done. 

April  24th-25th,  1946 — I  was  a  guest  of  Grand  Chapter, 
Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada,  at  its  80th  Annual  Convoca¬ 
tion.  I  was  warmly  received  by  Most  Ex.  Comp.  R.  C. 
Conover,  Grand  Z,  and  at  a  very  largely  attended  dinner  in 
the  evening  I  had  the  privilege  of  introducing  Ill/.Bro.h 
George  Edward  Bushnell  33°,  Lieut. ‘.Grand  Commander  of 
the  Northern  Supreme  Council  and  Deputy  for  the  State  of 
Michigan,  who  gave  a  most  interesting  description  of  his 
visit  to  the  liberated  countries  of  Europe,  as  one  of  a 
Masonic  mission  of  four  members  appointed  to  investigate 
and  report  the  needs  of  our  European  brethren.  Ill/.Bro.L 
Bushnell  made  his  report  to  the  Supreme  Council  for  the 
Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction  at  its  meeting  in  September, 
1945.  His  findings  were  published  under  the  title  “Post- 
War  Masonry  in  Europe”,  of  which  a  small  number  of  copies 
have  been  distributed  to  members  of  the  Committee  on 
Audit  and  Finance,  and  also  in  the  Proceedings  (1945)  of 
the  Supreme  Council,  N.M.J. 

May  lst-3rd,  1946 — Spring  Assembly  of  Moore  Con¬ 
sistory.  There  was  a  large  class  and  an  excellent  attendance 
from  all  over  the  Province  of  Ontario.  Ill.'.Bro.’.R.  C. 
Berkinshaw  33°,  of  Toronto,  delivered  a  most  instructive 
and  provocative  luncheon  address  on  “Post-War  Problems 
in  Canada”,  which  was  received  with  an  enthusiastic 
demand  that  it  be  printed  and  circulated  to  the  membership. 
The  Commander-in-Chief  accordingly  had  the  address  re¬ 
produced  in  the  following  number  of  the  “Consistory 
Chronicle”,  which  has  a  province-wide  distribution. 

May  6th— 7th,  1946 — Spring  Assembly  of  Murton  Lodge 
of  Perfection.  The  Degrees  were  conferred  upon  a  class  of 
83  candidates,  culminating  in  a  most  impressive  exemplifi¬ 
cation  of  the  14°.  Over  450  members  were  present.  The 
Hon.  James  Gardiner,  Minister  of  Agriculture,  was  the 
speaker  at  the  luncheon,  choosing  for  his  topic  “Canada’s 
role  in  the  world’s  food  supply”. 

May  14th,  1946 — I  paid  my  long  promised  visit  to 
Windsor  Lodge  of  Perfection,  accompanied  by  Ill.’.Bro.’.J. 
H.  Cuddie.  We  were  royally  entertained  and  witnessed  a 
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very  satisfactory  exemplification  of  the  6°.  Both  the  Bodies 
in  the  Valley  of  Windsor  are  prosperous  and  the  spirit  of 
the  brethren  is  excellent. 

May  27th-28th,  1946  —  Accompanied  by  the  Grand 
Secretary-General,  the  Deputy  for  Ontario  and  Ill. ‘.Bro.*. 
Cuddie,  I  attended  the  Spring  Reunion  of  Lodge  and  Chap¬ 
ter  in  the  Valley  of  North  Bay.  Twenty-one  candidates 
presented  themselves  for  the  14°  and  twenty  for  the  18°.  I 
was  delighted  to  revisit  North  Bay  after  an  absence  of 
several  years.  On  the  whole  the  work  was  well  done,  but 
upon  the  shoulders  of  a  few  faithful  workers  is  borne  far 
too  large  a  part  of  the  ritualistic  burden.  A  much  wider 
distribution  of  work,  particularly  among  the  newer  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Bodies,  would  intensify  the  interest  and  tend  to 
equalize  the  load. 

June  20th,  1946 — I  attended  the  funeral  in  Guelph  of 
our  late  Ill.’.Bro. ‘.James  Clark  MacGregor  33°.  There  was 
a  very  large  attendance  of  brethren  from  Guelph  and  sur¬ 
rounding  districts.  The  pall-bearers  were  all  members  of 
Supreme  Council:  Ill.*. Bros. *.C.  M.  Dent,  C.  H.  Cunning¬ 
ham,  E.  B.  Thompson,  Rev.  C.  E.  Kenny,  W.  M.  0.  Lochead, 
and  George  DeKleinhans. 

July  17th-18th,  1946 — I  had  accepted  the  very  kind 
invitation  of  Most  Wor.  Bro.  Charles  S.  Hamilton,  Grand 
Master,  to  attend  the  91st  Annual  Communication  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario.  At  the 
very  last  moment  a  professional  emergency  arose  which 
prevented  my  attendance.  I  deeply  regret  my  absence  from 
what  I  am  assured  was  a  very  happy  and  successful  meeting 
of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

I  was  honoured  also  by  an  invitation  to  attend  the 
Annual  Assembly  of  the  Sovereign  Great  Priory  of  Canada 
in  Chatham,  Ontario,  August  5th  and  6th.  I  am  grateful 
to  the  Supreme  Grand  Master,  our  own  Ill.‘.Bro.*.J.  S.  Hoyt 
33°,  for  his  courtesy  and  regret  exceedingly  that  other  en¬ 
gagements  prevented  my  acceptance. 

On  Monday,  September  23rd,  II.*. Bro. ‘.Lees  and  I  left 
to  attend  the  Annual  Session  of  the  Supreme  Council  for 
the  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A.,  which  was  held 
this  year  in  the  city  of  Pittsburg,  Pa.  We  arrived  on  Tues¬ 
day  morning,  September  24th,  and  were  cordially  welcomed 
by  M.'.P.’. Bro. ‘.Melvin  M.  Johnson,  Sovereign  Grand  Com¬ 
mander  and  the  members  of  his  Supreme  Council. 
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There  were  1800  delegates  in  attendance  and,  except 
for  the  embarrassment  caused  by  the  electric  power  strike, 
the  meetings  were  most  enjoyable  in  every  respect. 

We  were  delighted  to  meet  M. *.P.*. Bro. ’.Haim  H. 
Lopez-Penha,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  the  Supreme 
Council  for  the  Dominican  Republic,  who  was  accompanied 
by  a  member  of  his  Council,  and  an  old  friend  in  the  person 
of  Ill. ’.Bro. ’.Luis  Reinhardt,  Grand  Chancellor  of  the 
Supreme  Council  for  Cuba. 

On  Wednesday  evening  September  25th,  the  Thirty- 
third  Degree  was  conferred  upon  a  class  of  202  candidates 
before  a  crowded  assembly,  the  representative  candidate  for 
the  occasion  being  General  Mark  Wayne  Clark,  recently 
returned  to  the  United  States  from  his  military  post  as 
commander  of  the  American  Army  of  Occupation  in 
Austria.  Our  brethren  in  the  Northern  Supreme  Council 
have  been  working  for  some  time  on  a  revision  of  the 
Thirty-third  Degree  and  the  exemplification  which  we 
witnessed  was  the  occasion  of  its  first  presentation. 

We  took  our  leave  of  our  American  brethren  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  degree,  with  regret  that  preparation  for 
our  own  meeting  necessitated  our  early  departure. 

It  may  be  noted  in  passing  that  the  Northern  Jurisdic¬ 
tion  has  enjoyed  a  most  successful  year,  having  admitted 
37,000  new  members  in  Lodges  of  Perfection. 

I  reiterate  the  opinion  which  I  have  often  expressed 
previously  as  to  the  value  of  these  inter-jurisdictional  visits, 
and  I  trust  that  more  of  our  Members,  both  Active  and 
Honourary,  will  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  of  visit¬ 
ing  the  Sessions  of  both  the  great  jurisdictions  to  the  south 
of  the  border,  when  circumstances  permit. 

As  you  are  all  aware,  the  Supreme  Council  of  the 
Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  for  England  and  Wales 
and  the  Dependencies  of  the  British  Crown  celebrated  the 
100th  Anniversary  of  its  institution  in  July  of  this  year.  In 
November,  1945,  1  received  an  invitation  requesting  my 
presence  at  the  celebration,  with  that  of  III.*. Bro. ‘.Stuart  H. 
Lees,  Grand  Secretary-General,  as  it  was  the  expressed  in¬ 
tention  of  the  M.‘.P.‘. Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Lord 
Donoughmore,  to  take  advantage  of  the  presence  of  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  sister  Supreme  Councils  to  discuss  matters 
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affecting  the  welfare  of  the  Scottish  Rite  generally.  In 
February  I  addressed  a  letter  to  all  Active  Members  of  the 
Supreme  Council  requesting  their  authority  to  accept  the  in¬ 
vitation  both  for  myself  and  for  the  Grand  Secretary- 
General.  Most  of  our  members  replied,  heartily  approving 
the  proposed  visit.  After  a  very  great  deal  of  correspond¬ 
ence  it  became  all  too  evident  that  it  would  be  impossible 
to  make  the  trip  except  by  air.  The  shipping  companies 
would  not  sell  a  return  passage,  nor  would  they  guarantee 
the  possibility  of  a  return  to  Canada  within  any  time  which 
to  us  appeared  reasonable.  M.'.P.'.Bro.*. Melvin  M.  John¬ 
son,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  the  Northern  Jurisdic¬ 
tion,  was  faced  with  exactly  the  same  difficulty,  which  he 
solved  by  his  decision  to  travel  by  air.  In  view  of  the  dif¬ 
ficulties  of  transportation  and  influenced  very  largely  by 
personal  conversation  with  Ill/.Bro.'.Bushnell,  we  decided 
to  forego  the  trip  and  requested  M.'.P.'.Bro.*. Johnson,  an 
Emeritus  Member  of  Honour  of  our  Supreme  Council,  to 
represent  us  at  the  meeting  in  London.  I  cabled  Lord 
Donoughmore  our  congratulations  and  best  wishes  and  re¬ 
ceived  a  very  appreciative  reply,  expressing  the  regret  of 
his  Supreme  Council  at  our  enforced  absence. 


MEMBERSHIP 

Returns  of  membership  as  of  June  30th,  1946,  show 
continued  activity  in  all  branches  of  the  Order. 

All  the  Lodges  of  Perfection  and  all  the  Consistories 
upon  our  register  report  net  increases  in  membership,  the 
total  net  increase  in  Lodges  of  Perfection  being  681  and  in 
the  Consistories  278.  Only  two  of  the  twenty-six  Chapters 
of  Rose  Croix  report  decreased  membership,  one  showing 
the  loss  of  one  member  and  the  other  of  five.  The  net  in¬ 
crease  in  Rose  Croix  membership  is  560. 

We  have  now  on  our  roll : —

Resignations  and  suspensions  have  fallen  off,  but  in 
the  case  of  one  Valley  it  has  been  necessary  this  year  to 
show  a  large  number  of  suspensions  as  a  result  of  adjust- 
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ments  in  the  secretary’s  books  covering  a  period  of  several 
years,  the  loss  in  this  instance  being  more  apparent  than 
real. 


My  gratification  at  the  increase  in  the  number  of  ad¬ 
missions  during  the  year  is  very  natural  and  I  am  even 
more  pleased  that  all  our  Bodies  have  undertaken  to  confer 
more  degrees.  Most  of  the  Lodges  and  Chapters  now  work 
in  full  all  the  degrees  which  they  control,  and  the  Consist¬ 
ories  are  undertaking  a  variety  of  the  non-obligatory 
degrees  with  the  happiest  results. 

A  condensed  summary  of  our  membership  statistics  for 
the  year  is  appended.

FOREIGN  RELATIONS 

Without  venturing  to  anticipate  the  report  of  Ill/. 
Bro.h Copus,  who  has  been  kind  enough  to  assume  the  duty 
of  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations  this 
year,  I  may  tell  Supreme  Council  that  we  have  maintained 
fairly  regular  correspondence  with  our  brethren  in  the 
British  Isles  and  the  two  North  American  Jurisdictions. 
We  hear  also  from  time  to  time  from  our  brethren  in 
Mexico,  Central  America  and  South  America.  Much  of  our 
information,  however,  is  derived  from  the  masterly  review 
presented  by  M/.P.'.Bro.’.John  H.  Cowles  at  each  biennial 
meeting  of  his  Supreme  Council,  and  the  pages  in  which 
he  deals  with  the  present  condition  of  Scottish  Rite  Free¬ 
masonry  the  world  over  (Transactions,  S.M.J.  1945)  are 
well  worth  the  reading  by  all  of  you  who  desire  better  in¬ 
formation  upon  this  rather  difficult  topic. 

We  have  been  notified  officially  of  the  re-establishment 
of  the  Supreme  Council  of  Belgium  and  we  have  been 
requested  to  give  recognition  to  one  of  the  groups  in  Italy 
which  is  endeavouring  to  rehabilitate  Scottish  Rite  Free¬ 
masonry  in  that  country.  It  seems  to  me  that  until  national 
government  has  been  stabilized  we  should  do  well  to  delay 
in  extending  recognition  to  any  body  of  Scottish  Rite 
Masons  claiming  to  be  a  Supreme  Council. 

Much  time  and  a  great  deal  of  hard  work,  to  say 
nothing  of  the  expenditure  of  money,  will  be  necessary  to 
set  the  Rite  upon  a  sure  foundation  in  all  the  liberated 
countries,  and  while  we  should  not  be  slow  to  assist,  we  must 
first  be  sure  of  those  to  whom  our  assistance  is  given. 
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I  have  been  requested  by  M.\P.\Bro.\Hermogenes  dei 
Canto  Aguirre  33°,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  the 
Supreme  Council  for  the  Republic  of  Chile,  to  have  the  18th 
Degree  conferred  upon  Bro.h Pedro  Castelblanco  4°,  the 
Chilean  Ambassador  to  Canada,  presently  a  resident  of 
Ottawa.  Bro.h  Castelblanco  was  elected  to  receive  the 
degree,  but  had  to  leave  Chile  in  pursuance  of  his  diplomatic 
duties  before  he  could  receive  it. 

Through  Ill. ’.Bro.h Pitts  I  have  ascertained  that  Bro.h 
Castelblanco,  a  Past  Master  of  two  Chilean  Craft  lodges, 
has  a  certificate  of  his  advancement  to  the  4°.  In  view  of 
my  assurance  by  the  Grand  Commander  of  Chile  of  the 
brother’s  election  to  the  18°,  I  have  asked  the  Deputy  for 
Ontario  to  make  any  necessary  arrangements  for  confer¬ 
ring  upon  Bro.h  Castelblanco  the  remaining  degrees  up  to 
and  including  the  18th  as  a  courtesy  to  the  Supreme  Council 
for  Chile. 


EASTER  CEREMONIES 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee 
on  the  General  State  of  the  Rite,  I  addressed  a  Memorandum 
dated  February  11th,  1946,  to  all  Deputies  of  the  Supreme 
Council,  reminding  them  of  the  approach  of  Easter  and 
suggesting  the  desirability  of  impressing  upon  presiding 
officers  and  members  of  Chapters  of  Rose  Croix  their  statu¬ 
tory  obligation  to  be  present  at  the  traditional  ceremonies. 
The  reports  which  have  reached  me  indicate  a  very  satis¬ 
factory  response,  most  of  the  Chapters  showing  record 
attendances  both  on  Maundy  Thursday  and  on  Easter 
Sunday. 

Members  of  Supreme  Council  may  hold  different 
opinions  in  regard  to  the  propriety  or  the  desirability  of 
publishing  to  the  profane  any  of  the  ceremonies  which  occur 
within  our  walls;  but  there  can  be  very  little  excuse  for 
having  the  Easter  Ceremonies  described  as  fully  in  the 
public  press  as  was  done  by  one  of  the  Chapters  of  our 
obedience.  Such  a  complete  and  detailed  description  of  the 
Ceremonies,  which  could  leave  almost  nothing  to  the  imag¬ 
ination  of  one  who  had  never  been  inside  a  Chapter  Room, 
is  in  my  judgment  entirely  improper,  and  I  expressed  my 
feelings  on  the  subject  to  those  in  local  authority. 
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APPROVAL  OF  BY-LAWS 

I  have  approved  a  revised  set  of  By-Laws  for  Edmonton 
Lodge  of  Perfection  after  submitting  the  draft  to  Ill.hBro.h 
W.  J.  Major,  Grand  Chancellor,  for  his  comment,  inasmuch 
as  the  proposed  By-laws  incorporated  verbatim  extracts 
from  the  Statutes  of  our  Supreme  Council.  Ill.hBro.h 
Major  remarks  that  “if  the  Statutes  are  observed  by  a  Body, 
there  is  no  need  for  it  to  incorporate  in  its  By-laws  any 
sections  which  are  contained  in  the  Statutes  and  Regulations 
of  the  Supreme  Council.  There  is  always  the  possibility  of 
the  Council  amending  its  Statutes  and  Regulations  and  if 
such  is  done  then  the  By-laws  of  the  local  Body  which  in¬ 
cluded  any  such  provision  from  Supreme  Council’s  Statutes 
would  be  incorrect”. 

I  mention  this  specifically,  because  the  question  is  not 
new.  M.hP.hBro.hJ.  Alexander  Cameron  33°,  in  his  allocu¬ 
tion  of  1924,  made  the  following  comment: — 

“Approval  of  proposed  By-laws  of  other  Bodies  has 
been  delayed  because  of  incorporation  therein  of  sections  of 
the  Statutes  and  Regulations,  and  this  has  led  to  consider¬ 
able  correspondence.  Supreme  Council  has  frequently  pro¬ 
nounced  itself  on  this  practice  and  it  would  considerably 
lighten  the  labors  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  if  the 
Deputies  for  the  Provinces  would  interest  themselves  suf¬ 
ficiently  to  see  that  By-laws  sent  on  by  them  for  approval 
are  really  within  the  competence  of  the  Body  in  question. 
I  have  never  been  able  to  comprehend  why  a  Lodge  or  other 
subordinate  Body  will  sit  in  solemn  conclave  and  go  through 
the  motions,  so  to  speak,  of  enacting  as  a  new  law,  and  as  if 
it  originated  there  and  then,  something  which  is  absolutely 
outside  the  competence  of  a  subordinate  Body  and  which  is 
already  the  law  and  binding  on  the  subordinate  Body 
because  enacted  by  Supreme  Council.  The  extreme  limit  of 
futility  is  the  case,  and  it  is  not  infrequent,  where  a  subord¬ 
inate  Body  undertakes  to  adopt  as  a  By-law  an  Article  of 
the  Statutes  and  Regulations  of  Supreme  Council  with 
amendments  to  suit  local  ideas  as  to  what  the  law 
should  be.” 

The  repetition  of  similar  instances  during  my  own 
experience  has  made  me  wonder  if  it  would  not  be  desirable 
to  formulate  a  standard  set  of  By-laws  which  could  be 
varied  to  suit  local  conditions,  but  which  should  not  assume 
the  authority  of  Supreme  Council  legislation. 
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BENEVOLENCE 

During  the  past  year  the  following  grant  for  benevolent 
purposes  has  been  made  by  authority  of  the  Committee : 

The  Ontario  Cancer  Treatment  and  Research  Founda¬ 
tion  —  $1000. 

I  suggest  that  Supreme  Council  continue  the  authority 
vested  in  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  his  com¬ 
mittee  for  the  expenditure  of  not  more  than  $10,000.00  for 
benevolent  purposes  during  the  coming  year. 


•  RESIGNATIONS 

On  November  10th,  1945,  I  received  with  deep  sorrow 
a  letter  from  Ill.'.Bro.hWm.  J.  Major  33°,  Grand  Chancellor 
of  the  Supreme  Council,  tendering  his  resignation  from 
Active  Membership  for  reasons  which  to  me  appeared 
cogent  and  unanswerable.  I  replied  that  I  felt  sure  his 
brethren  would  appreciate  his  position  and  grant  his 
request,  although  with  profound  regret.  I  promised  to  re¬ 
lieve  him  of  the  duties  of  his  office  pending  the  election  of 
a  successor  at  this  meeting,  and  asked  Ill. ‘.Bro.’. Copus  to 
be  good  enough  to  undertake  the  preparation  of  the  report 
on  Foreign  Relations,  which  he  graciously  consented  to  do. 

In  this  connection  I  should  like  to  draw  your  attention 
to  an  apparent  contradiction  in  our  Statutes  and  Regula¬ 
tions.  The  Grand  Chancellor  is  the  third  officer  of  the 
Supreme  Council  for  Canada.  His  duties  are  defined  by 
Article  30  (1945)  as  follows: 

“The  Grand  Chancellor,  at  the  request  and  under  the 
direction  of  the  Most  Puissant  Sovereign  Grand  Com¬ 
mander,  shall  attend  to  the  correspondence  with  all  other 
Supreme  Councils,  wherever  exercising  jurisdiction,  and 
annually  submit,  in  advance  of  the  meeting,  to  the  Most 
Puissant  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  a  report  of  all 
such  correspondence,  and  such  information  as  to  foreign 
affairs  as  may  be  of  value  and  interest  to  the  Supreme 
Council”. 

However,  Article  42  on  “Standing  Committees”  prescribes 
that  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  shall  be  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations. 
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In  a  good  many  of  our  sister  Supreme  Councils  the 
Grand  Secretary-General  not  only  performs  the  duties  of 
Grand  Chancellor  but  assumes  the  dual  title — Grand  Secre¬ 
tary-General  and  Grand  Chancellor.  In  actual  practice  our 
foreign  correspondence  is  carried  on  by  the  Grand  Secre¬ 
tary-General  and  his  assistant,  and  I  think  you  will  agree  it 
must  be  so.  But  the  Grand  Chancellor  should  have  sub¬ 
mitted  to  him  the  reports  of  all  Grand  Representatives  near 
us  of  sister  Supreme  Councils  with  whom  we  are  in  comity, 
and  from  this  material  he  ought  to  formulate  the  annual 
report  on  Foreign  Relations,  He  is  also,  in  my  opinion  at 
least,  the  chief  law  officer  of  the  Council  and  ipso  facto  the 
Chairman  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  and 
Legislation.  Ill. \Bro.\ Major  has  filled  both  these  positions 
ideally  since  I  became  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  I 
am  greatly  indebted  to  him  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his 
duties.  In  recommending  with  regret  that  Supreme  Council 
grant  his  request  for  translation  to  Past  Active  rank,  I  add 
my  suggestion  that  Article  42  be  reviewed  carefully  by  the 
Committee  on  the  Allocution  with  the  intention  of  defining 
exactly  the  duties  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and 
the  Grand  Chancellor  with  respect  to  Foreign  Relations. 

On  August  6th,  1946,  Ill. \Bro.\ Edward  A.  Braithwaite 
33°,  Deputy  for  Alberta,  intimated  his  desire  to  be  relieved 
of  his  official  duty  and  to  be  given  Past  Active  rank  in 
Supreme  Council,  and  since  our  arrival  in  Quebec  I  have 
received  the  resignation  of  Ill.’.Bro.’.Jabez  Miller  33°, 
Active  Member  in  Manitoba. 

The  services  rendered  by  these  distinguished  brethren 
will  long  be  remembered  gratefully  and  their  requests  will, 
of  course,  be  given  your  very  sympathetic  consideration. 


RITUAL 

In  fulfilment  of  my  promise  to  Supreme  Council  last 
year,  I  have  collaborated  with  the  Grand  Prior  in  the 
preparation  of  an  amendment  to  the  introductory  portion 
of  the  lecture  of  the  4th  Degree.  Ill. ‘.Bro.b Owen  and  I 
have  agreed  upon  the  suggested  change  and  have  referred 
it  to  the  Committee  on  Ritual  and  Ritualistic  Matter,  with 
the  understanding  that  it  will  be  submitted  to  Supreme 
Council  for  approval. 
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I  have  also  been  consulted  on  various  occasions  by  the 
Committee  in  regard  to  the  new  edition  of  the  30th  and  31st 
Degrees,  of  which  I  have  seen  the  final  proof. 

Supreme  Council  is  once  more  greatly  indebted  to  Ill.*. 
Bro.'. Riggs  for  his  valuable  services  in  editing  these  two 
Degrees  and  seeing  them  through  the  press. 


It  may  be  remembered  that  in  1943  a  motion  was  in¬ 
troduced  by  Ill. ’.Bros. ‘.Simpson  and  Pitts  having  in  view  a 
wider  scope  of  employment  for  Honourary  Members,  par¬ 
ticularly  during  the  Annual  Session  of  the  Supreme  Council. 
The  subject,  of  course,  is  by  no  means  new  and  reference 
occurred  the  following  year,  in  the  Report  of  the  Committee 
on  the  General  State  of  the  Rite,  particularly  to  the  holding 
of  a  session  for  Honourary  Members  only.  The  discussion 
covered  a  wide  range  without  apparent  hope  of  arriving  at 
any  decision,  and  upon  my  suggestion  the  motion  was  with¬ 
drawn,  with  my  undertaking  to  do  something  about  it. 

After  the  close  of  the  1943  Session,  I  addressed  the 
following  letter  to  Ill. ‘.Bros. ’.Simpson  and  Pitts  under  date 
of  28th  October,  1943  : — 

“At  the  recent  meeting  of  Supreme  Council  you  in¬ 
troduced  a  motion  that  a  committee  investigate  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  providing  a  wider  opportunity  for  the  exercise 
of  initiative  by  Honourary  Members,  not  only  in  the 
recess  of  Supreme  Council,  but  during  its  Annual 
Sessions.  At  my  suggestion,  Supreme  Council  agreed  to 
delegate  to  me  the  authority  to  take  whatever  measures 
seemed  proper  to  explore  the  subject.  I  may  tell  you 
quite  frankly  that  I  had  no  desire  to  stifle  discussion 
upon  what  has  been  a  somewhat  vexed  topic  of  consider¬ 
ation,  for  I  applaud  and  sympathize  with  any  effort  to 
bring  home  to  our  Honourary  Members  a  keener  sense  of 
their  responsibilities  and  to  offer  them  a  wider  field  of 
usefulness. 

However,  it  must  not  be  forgotten  that  we  are  but 
one  of  a  number  of  Supreme  Councils  who  are  bound  by 
the  Grand  Constitutions  of  1786,  in  which  Honourary 
Members  have  neither  legislative  nor  executive  functions, 
nor  indeed  is  their  status  recognized  at  all.  They  were 
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first  created  in  the  Southern  Jurisdiction  in  1857.  Great 
care  must  be  taken  to  avoid  any  amendment  to  our 
Statutes  which  would  alter  our  constitutional  structure 
in  such  a  manner  that  we  should  find  ourselves  out  of 
harmony  with  the  common  practice  of  our  sister  Councils. 

Having  these  considerations  in  view  I  have  thought 
it  well  to  appoint  you,  with  whatever  assistance  you  may 
decide  to  employ,  to  make  a  complete  investigation  of  the 
subject  and  to  report  to  me  before  the  next  meeting  of 
Supreme  Council”. 

Shortly  before  the  1944  meeting,  the  Special  Committee  re¬ 
ported  progress,  but  asked  for  extension  of  time  in  order 
further  to  explore  the  question. 

Last  year,  following  our  meeting  in  Hamilton,  I  re¬ 
ceived  a  rather  lengthy  report  which  I  shall  not  quote  in 
full,  but  from  which  I  extract  the  following  paragraphs: — 

‘‘It  is  clearly  in  the  interests  of  the  Rite  that  those 
members  who  have  been  honoured  by  being  elected  to  the 
rank  of  Honourary  Inspector-General  should  be  retained 
in  active  collaboration  and  co-ordinated  in  active  partici¬ 
pation  in  those  things  which  contribute  to  the  prosperity, 
progress  and  influence  of  the  Scottish  Rite. 

By  Statute  it  is  clear  that  such  brethren  have  a  right 
to  attend  all  meetings  of  Supreme  Council  with  the  ex¬ 
ception  of  Executive  Sessions  at  which  only  Active  and 
Past  Active  Members  of  Supreme  Council  can  be  present 
and  only  the  former  can  vote.  So,  in  ordinary  sessions 
of  Supreme  Council  it  is  clear  by  Statute  that  Honourary 
Inspectors-General  have  freedom  of  discussion  but  not  the 
right  to  vote  on  any  issue. 

These  provisions  of  our  Statutes  permit  of  no  devia¬ 
tion  from  the  established  usage  and  custom,  unless  we 
wish  our  Supreme  Council  to  depart  from  the  recognized 
practice  of  the  other  Supreme  Councils  of  the  world. 

This  sense  of  debarment  from  active  decision  in  the 
affairs  of  Supreme  Council,  the  fact  that  no  part  of  their 
expenses  is  paid,  and  a  marked  diffidence  on  the  part  of 
Honourary  Inspectors-General  to  take  part  in  the  dis¬ 
cussions  which  are  open  to  them,  have  been  a  detriment 
to  attendance  at  Supreme  Council  and  to  the  benefits 
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which  might  be  derived  by  a  knowledge  of  what  this  very 
important  section  of  the  Rite’s  membership  is  thinking 
and  might  be  in  a  position  to  contribute  to  the  common 
good. 

After  some  investigation  of  the  practice  followed  by 
the  Northern  Jurisdiction  of  the  U.S.A.,  it  would  appear 
that  the  ‘Council  of  Deliberation’  has  been  the  method 
adopted  to  bridge  the  difficulty  and  provide  a  forum  for 
the  expression  of  views  designed  to  further  the  cause  of 
the  Rite. 

The  Canadian  situation  differs  in  three  important 
points.  FIRST: — Our  Provincial  boundaries  are  much 
larger  in  most  cases  than  the  State  jurisdictions; 
SECOND : — Our  membership,  both  of  the  Rite  and  of 
Honourary  Inspectors-General  is  much  smaller ;  THIRD : 
— The  funds  available  to  cover  expenses  for  gathering 
together  all  Honourary  Inspectors-General  to  a  central 
provincial  point  under  the  convenership  of  the  Deputy  for 
the  Province  would  not  seem  to  be  adequate  in  Canada. 

Nevertheless  the  need  does  exist  for  a  closer  integra¬ 
tion  of  thought,  effort  and  purpose  than  is  at  present 
the  case. 

While  our  Valleys  are  often  widely  separated 
geographically  there  should  be  available  in  each  Valley 
an  Active  or  an  Honourary  33°,  who  could  be  delegated 
by  the  Deputy  to  meet  with  all  the  Honourary  Members  in 
the  province  at  least  once  a  year  for  the  express  purpose 
of  presenting  and  discussing  views  on  ways  and  means 
of  improving  the  workings  of  the  Rite  in  that  particular 
locality.  This  might  well  be  a  dinner  meeting.  Meetings 
of  the  Presiding  Officers  of  the  Bodies  and  of  Chairmen 
of  Committees  are  essential  in  all  Valleys,  but  there 
should  be  a  meeting,  as  above  suggested,  which  is  for 
Members  of  Supreme  Council  only.  Matters  developing 
out  of  this  conference  should  be  communicated  personally 
or  by  written  report  to  the  Deputy,  who  could  include  such 
items  as  are  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Rite  in  his  report 
to  the  Supreme  Council  at  its  Annual  Session,  when  full 
discussion  could  be  held  and  all  Honourary  Inspectors- 
General  could  have  a  part  in  the  discussion. 

It  might  be  well,  in  order  to  stimulate  interest  in  the 
attendance  at  Supreme  Council,  to  have  a  time  provided 
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on  the  agenda,  possibly  at  the  same  time  that  Supreme 
Council  is  in  Executive  Session,  but  in  a  different  and 
suitable  convocation  hall,  where  the  Honourary  Inspec- 
tors-General  would  meet  and  elect  from  their  members 
a  Chairman  for  that  particular  meeting  of  Supreme 
Council,  who  would  be  prepared  to  present  the  findings 
of  the  Honourary  Inspectors-General  at  the  subsequent 
General  Session  of  the  Supreme  Council.  In  this  way 
there  would  be  provided  an  orderly  method  of  presenta¬ 
tion  of  the  pertinent  results  of  their  discussions,  which 
would  add  to  clarity,  interest  and  expedition. 

It  should  develop  that  the  section  of  the  Deputies’ 
reports  dealing  with  the  conferences  of  Honourary  In¬ 
spectors-General,  when  recapitulated  from  the  various 
Valleys  under  their  respective  provincial  jurisdictions, 
will  comprise  one  of  the  most  interesting  and  effective 
sources  of  stimulation,  opening  up  avenues  of  opportunity 
both  as  to  personal  service  to  the  Rite  and  the  formation 
of  new  Bodies  or  Valleys,  so  that  the  whole  Dominion  may 
be  effectively  brought  under  the  beneficent  influence  of 
the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry”. 

I  acknowledged  the  report  in  the  following  letter,  dated 
23rd  October,  1945: — 

“I  have  deferred  until  just  now  an  acknowledgment 
of  the  report  you  were  good  enough  to  send  me  earlier  in 
the  month  in  regard  to  the  question  of  a  larger  scope  of 
activity  for  our  Honourary  Members,  not  only  in  the 
recess  of  Supreme  Council,  but  during  its  Annual  Session. 
I  am  very  grateful  to  you  for  the  time  and  patience  which 
you  have  expended  on  the  consideration  of  the  question 
and  for  your  helpful  report. 

I  see  no  difficulty  whatever  in  defining  the  duties  of 
the  Honourary  Member  during  the  recess  of  the  Supreme 
Council,  althought  it  may  be  considerably  more  difficult 
to  provide  some  acceptable  employment  for  him  when 
the  Council  is  actually  in  session. 

I  propose  to  accept  your  suggestion  that  your  present 
report  should  not  be  regarded  as  complete  and  final,  but 
that  you  should  be  permitted  to  investigate  and  consult 
together  upon  any  further  aspects  of  the  problem  during 
the  current  year,  in  order  that  I  may  have  the  benefit  of 
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your  advice  in  time  to  employ  it  in  formulating  a  report 
of  my  own  to  Supreme  Council.” 

My  reason  for  bringing  the  matter  forward  now  is  that 
the  Committee  was  requested  to  report  to  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  rather  than  to  Supreme  Council,  and  I 
should  like  to  express  my  own  views  while  I  have  opportun¬ 
ity,  in  the  hope  of  contributing  something  of  value. 

In  the  first  place  there  has  been  some  confusion  of 
thought  and  some  inexactness  of  terminology  in  referring  to 
membership  in  Supreme  Council.  It  should  be  clearly 
understood  that  there  is  only  one  Thirty-third  Degree.  We 
should  do  much  better  to  avoid  such  terms  as  “Active 
Degree”  and  “Honourary  33°”.  Article  2,  section  1,  of  the 
Grand  Constitution,  Statutes  and  Regulations  of  1786 
reads : 


“The  33rd  Degree  confers  on  those  Masons  who  are 
legitimately  invested  therewith  the  quality,  title,  privi¬ 
lege  and  authority  of  Sovereign  Grand  Inspectors- 
General  of  The  Order”. 

Sections  3  and  4  deal  with  the  establishment  of  a  Supreme 
Council  by  a  minimum  number  of  three  holders  of  the  33°, 
and  Article  5,  section  1,  limits  to  nine  the  membership  of  a 
Supreme  Council. 

Article  13,  section  2,  authorizes  a  Sovereign  Grand 
Inspector-General  to  grant  a  diploma  to  a  “Deputy  Inspec¬ 
tor-General”,  who  must  be  a  Knight  Kadosh,  deputing  to 
him  authority  “to  establish,  regulate  and  superintend  Bodies 
from  the  4th  to  the  29th  Degrees  inclusive  in  places  where 
there  may  not  be  Lodges  of  the  Sublime  Degree,  or  Councils, 
legitimately  established”.  This  appointment  undoubtedly 
foreshadowed  the  election  of  such  a  Deputy  Inspector- 
General  as  an  Honourary  Member  of  the  Supreme  Council. 

The  Southern  Supreme  Council  (1801) ,  for  nearly  sixty 
years  carried  on  with  never  more  and  frequently  less  than 
the  constitutional  number  of  nine  members.  In  the  revision 
of  its  Statutes  in  1859,  the  number  of  Active  Members  was 
“increased  and  enlarged  to  and  forever  fixed  at  thirty-three, 
including  therein  the  nine  existing  members”.  Undoubtedly 
the  change  was  determined  by  the  desirability  of  having  one 
Active  Member  in  each  State  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  the 
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Supreme  Council.  To-day  the  same  condition  obtains,  al¬ 
though  the  Active  Membership  rarely,  if  ever,  reaches  the 
statutory  limit.  Deputies  of  the  Supreme  Council,  who  are 
Honourary  Members,  .are  appointed  for  States  in  which 
there  is  no  resident  S.'.G.M.'.G.'.  Pike  says  that  his 
Supreme  Council  created  no  Honourary  Members  until  1857. 
In  1860  five  brethren  were  “elected  to  receive  the  33°,  in¬ 
vested  with  the  rank  of  Deputy  Grand  Inspector-General 
and  Honourary  Member  of  this  Supreme  Council”  (Trans¬ 
actions  1870)  and  in  1871  the  number  of  Honourary  Mem¬ 
bers  was  limited  to  two  in  any  State  of  the  Jurisdiction.  In 
1868  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Southern  Jurisdiction 
asked  its  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  for  a  definition  of  the 
powers,  prerogatives  and  privileges  of  Active  Members, 
Deputy  Inspectors-General  and  Special  Deputy  Inspectors- 
General.  The  Report  of  the  Committee,  made  in  1870,  so 
far  as  it  related  to  Deputies  was  as  follows : — • 

“The  large  majority  of  Deputy  Inspectors  are  Deputy 
Inspectors  under  a  S.'.G.M.'.G. ’.and  Active  Member  of 
this  Supreme  Council.  They  constitute  what  are  tech¬ 
nically  known  as  Honourary  Members  of  our  Council”. 

Their  prerogatives  during  the  Session  of  Supreme 
Council  and  during  its  vacation  were  defined  exactly  as 
those  of  our  own  to-day.  That  is  to  say,  they  have  the 
privilege  of  attendance  in  General  Session  and  of  debate, 
but  no  vote.  In  the  vacation  of  Supreme  Council  they 
possess  only  powers  conferred  and  perform  only  duties 
prescribed  by  the  Active  Member  in  the  State  or  Province 
in  which  they  reside.  Special  Deputy  Inspectors-General 
are  appointed  only  for  States  in  which  there  is  no  Active 
Member;  their  powers  are  similar  to  those  of  S.'.G.M.'.G.*. 
but  may  be  revoked  at  any  time  by  the  Supreme  Council  or 
by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander.  Here  again,  our  own 
Statutes  and  Regulations  are  identical. 

Pike’s  Allocution  of  1874  contained  the  following 
significant  utterance : — 

“I  think  that  every  Honourary  Member  who  has 
never  rendered  any  service  to  the  Rite,  or  who  has  long 
ceased  to  render  any,  should  be  dropped  from  our  roll. 
However  eminent  or  distinguished  they  may  be  in  other 
Rites  or  branches  of  the  Order,  or  how  zealously  soever 
they  may  labour  elsewhere,  I  fail  to  see  what  entitles  them 
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to  Honourary  Membership  here.  No  one  deserves  it  who 
does  not  labour  zealously  to  advance  the  Rite.  If  he  pre¬ 
fers  to  labour  elsewhere  altogether,  let  him  seek  his 
honours  elsewhere  altogether”. 

I  find  myself  almost  wholly  in  accord  with  the  sugges¬ 
tions  in  the  report  of  Ill. ‘.Bros. ‘.Simpson  and  Pitts.  The 
duty,  power,  prerogatives  and  privileges  of  an  Honourary 
Member  are  defined  exactly  in  our  Statutes  and  Regula¬ 
tions,  with  particular  reference  to  his  presence  in  General 
Session  (Article  15) ,  and  with  reference  to  the  performance 
of  duties  for  which  he  may  be  deputed  by  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  or  an  Illustrious  Deputy  in  the  vacation 
of  Supreme  Council  (Article  44). 

I  believe  thoroughly  that  the  rank  and  dignity  of 
Honourary  Membership  in  this  Supreme  Council  ought  to 
be  conferred  primarily  as  a  reward  of  meritorious  service 
in  the  Rite,  and  with  the  expectation  that  its  recipient  will 
continue  to  exhibit  interest  in  the  welfare  and  propagation 
of  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  in  this  Jurisdiction.  From 
time  to  time  as  vacancies  occur  in  the  Active  Membership, 
they  are  filled  by  election  from  the  ranks  of  Honourary 
Members  and  the  most  highly  valued  members  of  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Body  are  those  whose  distinguished  service  as  Honour¬ 
ary  Members  has  marked  them  as  worthy  of  promotion. 

In  1941,  following  a  Conference  of  Honourary  Members 
with  Presiding  Officers  in  Ontario,  the  Illustrious  Deputy 
made  this  comment  in  his  report  to  Supreme  Council : 

“Too  often  in  my  experience,  the  Honourary  Member 
regards  his  33rd  Degree  as  his  warrant  for  the  cessation 
of  Masonic  labour  and  for  the  enjoyment  of  a  seat  at  ease 
in  Zion  during  the  rest  of  his  life.  Too  many  take  no 
active  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Lodge  or  Chapter,  keep 
no  personal  touch  with  the  administrative  officers,  and 
are  utterly  lacking  in  the  exhibition  of  that  encourage¬ 
ment  and  tactful  leadership  which  alone  can  justify  their 
title  .  .  .  Honourary  Members,  wherever  situated,  should 
constitute  an  advisory  Body  to  which  the  officers  of 
Lodge  or  Chapter  might,  at  any  time,  appeal  for  counsel, 
which  ought  always  to  be  given  cheerfully  and  thought¬ 
fully,  avoiding  any  suggestion  of  interference  or  dicta¬ 
tion”. 
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As  personal  representatives  of  Supreme  Council  in 
their  respective  districts  they  should  place  themselves  un¬ 
reservedly  at  the  service  of  the  Deputy  for  their  province, 
who  is  their  official  superior,  and  from  their  more  intimate 
knowledge  of  local  conditions  be  quick  to  afford  him  in¬ 
valuable  support  in  the  performance  of  his  inspectoral 
duties.  The  Deputy,  on  his  part,  should  avail  himself  of 
frequent  opportunities  to  consult  his  Honourary  Members, 
whether  by  formal  conference  or  otherwise,  as  to  the  wel¬ 
fare  of  all  the  Bodies  over  which  he  exercises  supervision. 

Supreme  Council  will  probably  agree  with  the  judg¬ 
ment  of  the  Special  Committee  that  we  are  not  yet  ready 
for  the  authorization  of  a  Council  of  Deliberation  in  each 
province.  There  may,  and  probably  will,  be  differences  of 
opinion  as  to  the  desirability  of  an  annual  meeting  of 
Honourary  Members  apart  from  the  General  Sessions  of 
Supreme  Council.  But  there  can  be  no  doubt  as  to  the 
desirability  of  the  attendance  of  our  Honourary  Members, 
or  as  to  the  warmth  of  their  welcome  at  Annual  Sessions, 
or  as  to  the  fullest  exercise  of  their  statutory  right  to  par¬ 
ticipate  in  our  deliberations  and  discussions. 


CONCLUSION 

Peers  and  Brethren,  with  this  Annual  Session  I  have 
completed  four  years  of  service  as  your  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander.  Within  the  limitations  imposed  by  my  profes¬ 
sion  I  have  endeavoured  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office 
to  the  best  of  my  ability.  Wherein  I  have  fallen  short  of 
your  expectations  I  submit  myself  to  your  criticism,  which 
I  hope  will  be  tempered  with  mercy.  I  have  appreciated 
the  honour  and  the  responsibility  of  serving  in  a  post  which 
was  none  of  my  seeking.  I  have  enjoyed  the  many  personal 
and  official  contacts  which  I  have  made,  and  have  found  the 
deepest  satisfaction  in  the  reflection  that  our  affairs  to-day 
are  in  much  better  condition  than  when  I  assumed  office. 
For  this  I  claim  no  personal  credit.  Supreme  Council  has 
been  fortunate  in  having  a  permanent  staff  which,  though 
small,  has  been  most  loyal  and  efficient.  The  work  of  the 
Grand  Secretary-General's  office,  though  greatly  increased 
in  volume  during  the  past  four  years,  has  been  carried  on 
smoothly  and  satisfactorily  to  the  great  advantage  of 
Supreme  Council  and  of  the  Rite  at  large. 
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The  employment  of  Ill.hBro.'.Cuddie  as  full-time 
assistant  to  Ill. ‘.Bro.*. Lees  has  been  abundantly  justified. 
The  happiest  relationship  exists  between  headquarters  and 
every  Valley  of  the  Jurisdiction.  Our  membership  is  larger 
than  ever  before  in  the  history  of  the  Order  in  Canada,  and 
the  credit  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  has 
never  stood  higher  within  or  without  our  borders.  For  all 
the  official  courtesy,  fraternal  co-operation  and  personal 
affection  which  has  been  my  unvarying  portion  during  these 
four  crowded  years  I  return  my  grateful  thanks. 

And  now,  my  Brethren,  I  call  you  to  your  appointed 
duties.  Let  each  of  us  perform  his  task  faithfully  and 
zealously,  “having  always  in  view  the  interest  and  honour 
of  the  Order,  and  disregarding  all  promptings  and  per¬ 
suasions  of  unkindness,  envy,  self-interest  or  ambition,”  and 
may  our  Heavenly  Father  have  us  in  His  holy  keeping.

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It  is  a  pleasure  to  report  that  most  of  the  suggestions 
presented  at  our  Annual  Meeting  of  1944  and  recommended 
by  the  Committee  appointed  to  consider  same,  have  been 
made  effective. 

Our  Assistant  Grand  Secretary-General,  Ill.kBro.k 
John  H.  Cuddie  33°,  has  our  membership  records  practically 
completed.  Individual  cards  for  every  member  in  every 
Valley  have  been  typed  and  checked,  with  the  exception  of 
the  Valley  of  Hamilton  and  these  we  hope  to  have  completed 
inside  of  another  month  or  so.  On  the  cards,  we  have 
entered  the  name  of  the  brother,  his  date  of  birth,  the  name 
of  his  Craft  Lodge,  the  date  of  his  receiving  the  M.M. 
Degree  and,  of  course,  his  Scottish  Rite  degrees,  and  any 
other  information  available.  These  cards  could  not  have 
been  completed  without  the  co-operation  and  active  assist¬ 
ance  of  the  secretaries  of  the  subordinate  Bodies,  many  of 
whom  furnished  a  complete  list  of  their  membership  as  a 
basis  on  which  to  work.  Our  request  for  the  information 
required  from  the  subordinate  secretaries  has,  we  believe, 
also  proved  of  great  benefit  to  most  of  the  subordinate 
Bodies.  In  a  majority  of  the  Bodies  their  membership 
records  would  not  balance  or  agree  with  the  number  of 
members  reported  in  their  Annual  Returns.  Over  the  years, 
apparently  many  errors  had  crept  in.  Now  the  records  of 
the  subordinate  Bodies,  we  believe,  are  in. better  order  than 
for  many  years  back. 

Common  errors  found  include  the  reporting  of  deaths 
twice,  reporting  the  death  of  a  brother  who  had  been 
suspended,  failure  to  report  a  brother’s  initiation  and  all 
resulting  in  the  per  capita  tax  being  paid  on  too  many  or 
too  few.  Our  new  membership  system  is,  we  believe,  proof 
against  such  errors  as  these.  When  mistakes  are  made  they 
are  readily  detected  and  corrections  made.  We  are  further 
able  to  detect  incomplete  memberships;  for  example,  a 
brother  who  retains  membership  in  the  Consistory  or  Chap¬ 
ter,  but  withdraws  or  allows  himself  to  become  suspended 
from  Lodge  or  Chapter  contrary  to  Article  83  of  the 
Statutes  and  Regulations. 

The  work  of  the  secretaries  has  greatly  improved.  A 
few  are  still  tardy,  especially  in  conforming  with  the 
requirements  of  Article  65. 
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Most  of  the  Deputies  sent  in  their  annual  reports  in 
good  time,  but  in  two  cases  it  was  necessary  to  telegraph 
urging  that  their  reports  be  immediately  completed  and  sent 
direct  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  General 
State  of  the  Rite,  otherwise  it  would  have  been  almost  im¬ 
possible  for  him  to  prepare  his  report. 

In  the  Fall  of  1945  we  had  ready  for  distribution  the 
brief  history  of  the  Scottish  Rite  in  the  Dominion  of 
Canada,  authorized  by  you  in  1944.  Sample  copies  were 
sent  to  every  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  Canada  and  without 
exception,  every  Lodge  ordered,  and  in  most  cases  enough 
for  every  member  and  some  extra  for  future  use.  All  told, 
we  sold  13,625.  In  a  number  of  instances  repeat  orders 
have  been  received  and  we  have  had  many  requests  for 
extra  copies  for  distribution  at  Masonic  clubs,  etc. 

We  believe  the  printed  matter  sent  out  by  the  subordin¬ 
ate  Bodies  has  shown  further  decided  improvement  and  we 
have  been  able  to  help  in  this  regard  by  selling  many  new 
electros  to  subordinate  Bodies  in  various  parts  of  Canada. 

We  have  been  asked  for  and  gladly  given  whatever 
assistance  we  could  in  the  formation  and  development  of 
Scottish  Rite  clubs  and  associations.  A  new  club  has  been 
instituted  at  Kapuskasing,  Ontario,  and  another  is  now 
being  organized  in  Woodstock,  Ontario. 

There  have  been  no  new  subordinate  Bodies  warranted, 
but  the  Illustrious  Deputy  for  British  Columbia,  William  C. 
Ditmars  33°,  will  present  at  this  meeting,  an  application 
from  Moray  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  U.D.,  for  their  warrant. 
They  have  complied  with  all  the  requirements  of  our 
Statutes  and  Regulations. 

The  Illustrious  Deputy  for  Saskatchewan,  Douglas 
Fraser  33°,  and  his  fellow  Active  for  Saskatchewan,  Ill.*. 
Bro.'. Walter  H.  Ross  33°,  have  completed  the  ground  work 
for  a  new  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  their  Province  and  we 
believe  will  shortly  be  asking  for  a  dispensation  for  this 
new  Body.

The  inventory  authorized  by  you  in  1944  has  been 
completed  and  we  have  now  on  file  in  our  office  a  complete 
record  of  our  furniture,  equipment  and  supplies. 

Because  of  the  fact  that  our  membership  rolls  are  now 
in  almost  perfect  order,  we  intend,  with  your  approval,  1o 
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publish  in  the  near  future,  a  new  “Name  Book”,  copies  of 
which  will  be  sent  to  every  Body  in  our  Jurisdiction. 

No  further  action  has  been  taken  regarding  the  instal¬ 
lation  of  an  up-to-date  bookkeeping  system.  We  are  hoping 
that  the  Committee  on  Audit  and  Finance  will  be  able  to 
recommend  the  changes  required  before  our  next  Annual 
Session.  This  Committee  has  also  been  asked  to  study 
Articles  34  and  43-44  of  the  Statutes  and  Regulations  and 
report  on  same. 

As  in  former  years,  we  have  found  it  necessary  at 
times  to  appeal  for  information  to  the  officers  of  both  the 
Southern  and  Northern  Jurisdictions  of  the  U.S.A.,  and 
again  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  and  thanks  for  the 
very  courteous,  prompt  and  helpful  services  they  have  given. 

To  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  M.bP.'.Bro.'.  Dr. 
D.  G.  Mcllwraith  33°,  I  again  express  my  grateful  thanks 
for  the  never  failing  attention  he  has  given  to  the  work  of 
the  Rite  and  his  ready  assistance  to  the  work  of  our  office 
at  all  times. 

Ill. ‘.Bro.*. John  H.  Cuddie  33°,  has  completed  his  first 
full  year  as  Assistant  Grand  Secretary-General  and  has 
done  a  very  fine  job  indeed. 

To  him  and  to  Miss  Marion  Lees  we  are  all  indebted 
and  my  personal  thanks  are  hereby  tendered  to  them.

Receipts  in  Revenue  Account  of  $25,242.88  are  an  all  time  high  in 
the  history  of  this  Supreme  Council  and  are  $850.85  in  excess  of  last  year. 
After  deducting  general  expenses  of  $16,121.35  and  a  charitable  donation 
of  $1,000.00  there  remained  an  operating  surplus  for  the  year  of  $8,121.53. 

During  the  year  $4,000.00  City  of  Windsor  314%  Bonds  were  re¬ 
deemed,  and  $10,000.00  Province  of  Ontario  3%  Bonds  and  $5,000.00 
Province  of  Nova  Scotia  314%  Bonds  were  sold  at  104%,  a,  yield  basis  of 
less  than  2%,  producing  a  premium  of  $731.25.  The  Proceeds,  together 
with  surplus  cash  on  deposit,  were  invested  in  $5,000.00  Dominion  of 
Canada  Ninth  Victory  Loan  3%  Bonds  due  1966,  and  short  term  invest¬ 
ments,  three  and  five  years,  $10,000.00  in  Canadia  Permanent  Mortgage 
Corporation  Debentures  and  $15,000.00  in  Toronto  General  Trusts  Corpor¬ 
ation  Guaranteed  Certificates,  to  yield  2%%.  Investments  were  in¬ 
creased  by  $11,000.00  to  a  total  of  $228,452.17,  all  of  which  is  made  up 
of  the  highest  grade  securities  with  the  exception  of  an  old  investment 
of  $952.17,  which  it  is  hoped  will  be  refunded  in  the  near  future. 
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Total  assets  in  cash  and  securities  now  amount  to  $240,185.82,  an 
increase  of  $8,852.78  over  a  year  ago.  Revenue  from  investments  shows 
an  average  yield  of  3.09%  on  total  assets  compared  with  3.56%  a  year 
ago.  While  low  interest  rates  are  reflected  by  a  reduction  in  Revenue 
Account,  they  are  for  a  period  of  time  offset  by  capital  gains  of 
$10,192.75  through  the  medium  of  conversions  during  the  past  two  years.

At  12:45  p.m.  the  Session  adjourned  and  assembled  in 
the  Riverview  Room  of  the  Chateau  Frontenac  for  luncheon 
at  1:15.  The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  presided  and 
introduced  P.’.Bro.k Judge  George  E.  Bushnell,  who  de¬ 
livered  such  an  informative  and  interesting  address  that  we 
were  carried,  at  least  in  fancy  and  in  spirit  with  him,  to  the 
British  Isles  and  the  continent  of  Europe,  where  he  had 
recently  so  ably  represented  the  Masonic  fraternity  of  his 
jurisdiction.

Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alberta,  was 
presented  by  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  spoke 
briefly,  but  very  acceptably  and  added  much  to  the  enjoy¬ 
ment  of  this  occasion.

Dispensations  have  been  granted  in  various  Bodies  throughout  the 
year.  Returns  for  these  have  been  made  to  the  Grand  Secretary-General. 


Courtesies  extended  by  the  Deputies  of  several  of  the  provinces  and 
of  the  Jurisdictions  of  the  U.S.A.  are  gratefully  acknowledged. 

We  have  been  privileged  to  welcome  visitors  from  the  LT.S.A.  and 
various  parts  of  Canada. 

During  the  year  the  work  in  the  thirteen  Valleys  has  been  carried  on 
exceptionally  well.  The  various  Bodies  have  been  presided  over  by 
splendid  Masters,  who  were  ably  supported  by  their  officers  and  workers. 
The  degree  work  has  been  most  impressive. 


The  growth  in  the  Lodges  of  Perfection  shows  a  gross  increase  of 
over  6%,  the  death  rate  is  slightly  above  2%  and  the  net  increase  in 
membership  for  the  year  is  over  4%.  In  the  Chapters  of  Rose  Croix 
the  gross  increase  is  about  7%,  deaths  about  2%  with  a  net  increase  of 
about  5%.  In  the  Consistory  the  gross  increase  is  over  7%,  deaths 
slightly  over  3%,  with  a  net  increase  of  about  4 %.  This  is  a  healthy 
state  of  affairs. 
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We  are  glad  to  have  welcomed  into  membership  many  members  of 
the  services  returning  from  overseas  and  various  parts  of  the  Empire. 
The  men  who  have  been  admitted  are  fine  types  of  citizens  from  all 
walks  of  life. 

All  of  the  secretaries  have  sent  in  the  required  Returns  to  the  Grand 
Secretary-General  and  the  ritual  accounting  has  been  quite  satisfactory. 

Visits  between  the  Valleys  are  being  revived  and  are  bearing  fruit. 
New  Scottish  Rite  Associations  have  been  formed  in  different  localities; 
they  serve  a  great  purpose  in  fostering  Freemasonry,  adding  new  recruits 
to  our  ranks  and  improving  the  welfare  of  their  respective  communities. 

Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  is  steadily  advancing  and  playing  her 
part  as  a  great  stabilizing  influence  in  our  country,  where  order  must 
be  rescued  from  chaos. 

“On  the  naked  beach,  old  hopes  and  faiths  lie  stranded 
under  the  litter  of  new  doctrines  and  strange  devices;  the  sands 
are  thirsty  for  the  waters  of  human  understanding.  The  tide 
is  out,  but  soon  the  returning  flood  will  bring  new  usefulness 
of  man  to  man  ’  ’.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  FOR  QUEBEC 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 

Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

Once  more  I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  as  Deputy  for  the 
Province  of  Quebec,  for  the  year  ending  June  30th,  1946. 

Deaths: 

Supreme  Council  and  the  Scottish  Rite  in  this  Province  sustained  a 
great  loss  in  the  passing  of  Ill. '.Bro.*. Franklin  George  Webber  33°, 
Honourary  Inspector-General,  which  sad  event  happened  in  Vancouver, 
B.C.,  on  December  31st,  1945.  Ill. '.Bro. '.Webber  was  coroneted  Sep¬ 
tember  12th,  1939. 

On  February  18th,  1946,  a  sudden  call  came  to  Ill. '.Bro. '.William 
Mayne  McCombe  33°,  Honourary  Inspector-General,  and  he  passed  beyond 
the  mysterious  veil.  He  will  be  missed  by  the  older  members  of  Supreme 
Council  as  well  as  brethren  of  the  Rite  in  this  Province.  For  many  years 
he  was  a  faithful  attendant  at  the  Council  meetings,  having  been 
coroneted  on  October  25th,  1922. 

Obituaries  will  be  prepared  and  printed  in  the  Annual  Proceedings. 

General: 

Our  Brethren  in  the  Quebec  Valley  were  greatly  pleased  to  learn 
that  the  Ancient  City  had  again  been  selected  for  the  1946  Meeting,  and 
trusted  that  this  year  nothing  would  prevent  Supreme  Council  from 
holding  the  Annual  Session  there.

Montreal: 

The  attendance  at  the  meetings  of  the  three  divisions  was  very 
good,  and  all  degrees  were  conferred  with  dignity  and  an  honest  en¬ 
deavour  to  convey  the  lessons  in  each.  The  Lodge  was  presided  over  by 
111.*. Bro. ’.E.  V.  Gage  32°,  the  Chapter  by  Ill.’.Bro.'.W.  H.  Hobbs  33°, 
and  the  Consistory  was  ably  led  by  Ill.’. Bro. ’.B.  C.  Bell  32°. 

Past  Officers  were  always  ready  and  willing  to  assist  when  called 
upon,  but  there  were  many  new  faces  among  the  degree  teams. 

In  November,  1945,  a  small  delegation,  headed  by  Ill.'.Bro.'.B.  C. 
Bell  32°,  Commander-in-Chief,  visited  the  Consistory  in  Burlington,  Ver¬ 
mont,  primarily  to  witness  the  Constans  Allegory.

REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  FOR  NEW  BRUNSWICK

G.*.M.\,  ten  regular  meetings  were  held  and  one  emergent;  there  were 
twenty-four  initiations,  two  affiliations  and  one  restoration.  We  lost 
four  by  death  and  three  withdrawals,  or  a  net  gain  of  nineteen,  bringing 
our  total  members  in  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  to  three  hundred  and 
forty. 

In  Harington  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  with  Ill/.Bro.'.G.  B.  Ingraham 
as  Most  Wise  Sovereign,  there  were  four  regular  meetings  and  six 
emergent,  twenty-eight  received  the  Chapter  degrees,  one  affiliation  and 
one  restoration;  there  were  four  deaths  and  two  withdrawals,  or  a  net 
gain  of  twenty-four  bringing  the  number  of  members  in  the  Chapter  to 
one  hundred  and  ninety-seven.  , 

In  the  Consistory,  with  Ill.'.Bro.'.C.  McN.  Steeves  as  Commander-in - 
Chief,  there  were  three  regular  meetings  and  six  emergent;  we  had  ten 
admissions,  four  deaths  and  two  withdrawals,  a  net  increase  of  four, 
bringing  our  total  number  to  one  hundred  and  thirty-seven. 

Again  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  heads  of  these  three 
Bodies  and  also  the  different  officials  in  the  degree  teams.  The  work 
throughout  the  year  has  been  very  satisfactory  indeed  and  our  members 
are  showing  keen  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Rite. 

On  Maundy  Thursday  there  were  sixty-one  members  attending  the 
Ceremonies  and  eighteen  candidates — a  total  of  seventy-nine.  During 
the  meeting  we  listened  to  a  very  able  address  by  Ill/.Bro.’.T.  C. 
McNabb.  This  is  about  394%  of  our  total  membership  of  one  hundred 
and  ninety-seven  members.  On  Easter  Day  there  were  forty-eight 
present  or  about  24  1/3%. 

As  has  now  become  customary,  I  attended  officially  and  as  Deputy 
for  the  Province,  the  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New 
Brunswick,  and  I  also  attended  as  a  special  guest  the  One  Hundredth 
Anniversary  of  the  Carleton  Union  Lodge,  A.F.  &  A.M.,  West  Saint  John, 
extending  the  fraternal  greetings  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish 
Rite  to  both  gatherings. 

I  find  that  for  the  Reunion  to  be  held  this  Fall  we  have  already  a 
large  number  of  applications  in  hand,  and  can  predict  for  1946/47  a 
further  increase  in  our  membership.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  FOR  NOVA  SCOTIA 
AND  PRINCE  EDWARD  ISLAND 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 

Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

It  has  been  a  happy  experience  for  me  to  have  served  my  brethren 
of  the  Scottish  Rite  through  another  year.  As  I  recall  the  delightful 
fraternal  associations,  the  affection  and  loyalty  of  so  many  men,  the 
expressions  of  wholehearted  endeavour  and  the  joy  of  fruitful  accomp¬ 
lishment,  I  am  aware  that  I  am  incomparably  richer  because  of  this  year 
of  Masonic  fellowship  and  I  pay  tribute  to  the  men  of  our  Valley  who 
willingly  give  so  much  of  their  time  and  talent  in  teaching  by  lecture 
and  drama  the  great  truths  which  the  Scottish  Rite  seeks  to  set  forth. 
To  these  men,  the  heads  of  the  three  Bodies,  the  officers  and  committees 
belongs  whatever  success  we  have  achieved. 

We  have  had  a  busy  year.  All  Bodies  have  held  regular  and  special 
meetings.  Victoria  Lodge  of  Perfection,  with  Earl  J.  Vincent  32°,  as 
T.’.P.'.G.’.M. ’.shows  a  net  increase  of  27  members  over  the  previous 
year.  Keith  Chapter  Rose  Croix  with  Hugh  G.  Ashford  18°,  as  M.’.W.*. 
S. ’.shows  a  net  increase  of  22,  and  the  Nova  Scotia  Consistory  with  W. 
E.  Ryder  32°,  as  Commander-in-Chief,  a  net  increase  of  22.  Albert 
Edward  Lodge  of  Perfection,  Summerside,  P.E.I.  with  T.  Arthur  Dawson 
32°,  as  T.’.P.’.G.’.M.'. shows  neither  gain  nor  loss.  The  Brethren  at 
Summerside  are  in  the  process  of  getting  moved  into  new  and  better 
quarters.  At  present  they  are  meeting  in  the  Blue  Lodge  Room. 

During  the  year,  we  have  lost  two  (2)  of  our  members  by  death; 
the  roll  of  Honourary  Inspectors-General — I  am  grateful  to  observe — 
remains  intact. 

THE  NOVA  SCOTIA  CONSISTORY  conferred  in  full  the  21st,  24th, 
30th,  31st  and  32nd  Degrees  and  the  Constans  Drama.  We  were 
pleased  to  have  Illustrious  Brother  C.  Laurie  Ells  33°.  with  us  at  the 
Spring  Reunion  and  to  have  him  confer  the  first  section  of  the  32nd 
Degree  in  his  usual  proficient  manner.  The  gratitude  of  the  whole 
Consistory  for  the  improvement  in  his  health  and  his  very  fine  presenta¬ 
tion  of  the  degree  is  recorded. 

On  January  31st,  1946,  the  Annual  Meeting  and  Triennial  Elections 
were  held  at  which  I  installed  officers.  The  meeting  was  preceded  by 
a  dinner  at  the  Nova  Scotian  Hotel  at  which  Illustrious  Brother  F.  Wil¬ 
liam  Johnson  33°,  gave  a  most  stimulating  address  on  the  subject,  “Side 
Tunes  and  Side  Liners 
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KEITH  CHAPTER  ROSE  CROIX  conferred  the  15th  Degree  twice, 
the  17th  and  18th  Degrees  during  the  year.  The  Easter  Ceremonies  sur¬ 
passed  all  previous  records  for  attendance.  Maundy  Thursday  showed 
an  increase  of  20  over  last  year,  and  Easter  Day  an  increase  of  13.  The 
Easter  address  was  given  by  Illustrious  Brother  Reverend  W.  E.  Ryder 
32°.  I  installed  officers  of  the  Chapter  at  the  Annual  Meeting  on  April 
25th.  To  the  Illustrious  Deputy  for  Ontario  and  the  Illustrious  Deputy 
for  Quebec,  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  for  consenting  to  have  degrees 
conferred  on  two  of  our  candidates  in  Murray  Chapter,  Ottawa,  and 
Hochelaga  Chapter,  Montreal. 

VICTORIA  LODGE  OF  PERFECTION  began  its  year’s  work  with 
the  annual  banquet  at  the  Nova  Scotian  Hotel.  During  the  year  the 
following  Degrees  were  conferred  in  full,  4th  and  5th  (twice),  6th,  7th, 
8th,  9th,  13th  and  14th.  The  Annual  Meeting  was  held  February  14th, 
1946  at  which  time  I  made  an  official  visit  to  the  Lodge,  being  accom¬ 
panied  by  Illustrious  Brothers  C.  L.  Torey  33°,  and  C.  F.  Jubien  33°.

Each  of  the  three  Bodies  is  now  working  on  its 
own  in  all  respects,  and  each  has  its  own  separate  records, 
financial  and  otherwise.  There  is,  however,  a  wholesome  co-operation 
with  respect  to  program  and  project.  The  breaking  down  of  assets  and 
liabilities  from  one  account  into  three  in  proper  proportion,  was  a  task 
requiring  much  detail  and  careful  accounting.  My  thanks  to  Illustrious 
Brother  H.  Brownhill  32°,  and  other  members  of  his  committee  for  their 
untiring  efforts  in  effecting  the  “far  more  noble  and  glorious  purpose” 
of  dividing  our  assets.  Each  of  the  three  Bodies  is  in  sound  financial 
condition. 

The  widows  of  our  deceased  members  were  remembered  at  Christmas, 
and  also  the  guests  of  the  Freemasons’  Home  at  Windsor,  Nova  Scotia. 

The  prospects1  for  large  classes  for  the  coming  year  are  good.  Care¬ 
ful  attention  is  being  given  to  the  qualification  of  each  one  selected  to 
become  a  candidate. 
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It  has  been  my  happy  privilege  to  have  had  frequent  conferences 
with  Honourary  Members  in  this  Valley,  the  heads  of  the  three  Bodies  in 
Halifax,  and  particularly,  the  Grand  Secretary,  Illustrious  Brother  H.  S. 
Hamilton  32°.  I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  his  excellent  work 
in  bringing  records  up  to  date.  He  has  done  an  enormous  amount  of 
work  in  completing  a  satisfactory  system  from  which  all  necessary  in¬ 
formation  is  readily  available. 

For  all  the  helpful  courtesies  and  kind  counsels  which  have  been 
given  us  by  the  Most  Puissant  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  the  Grand 
Secretary-General,  Assistant  Secretary-General,  and  other  members  of 
Supreme  Council,  I  wish  to  express  my  grateful  thanks. 

While  this  report  is  a  sketch  of  the  activities  and  purposes  of  a 
small — but  ever  growing — group  of  men  in  this  Valley,  yet  it  is  made 
with  the  consciousness  that  we  are  a  part  of  a  vast  and  influential 
fraternity,  whose  ideals  and  principles  are  promoted  throughout  this 
Jurisdiction,  the  Northern  and  Southern  Jurisdictions  of  the  United 
States,  and  to  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth.

It  gives  me  real  pleasure  to  report  that  in  the  Valleys  of  Winnipeg 
and  Brandon,  steady  progress  lias  been  made  during  the  past  year,  the 
several  Bodies  of  the  Rite  are  served  by  a  splendid  group  of  officers, 
who  insist  on  a  high  standard  of  work  from  the  Brethren  composing  the 
degree  teams. 

During  the  war  period  it  had  been  our  practice  to  confer  only 
essential  degrees  in  the  Lodge  of. Perfection  14°,  in  the  coming  season  all 
degrees  from  4°  to  14°  will  be  conferred  in  extenso  to  the  greater  benefit 
of  the  candidates,  as  well  as  the  Brethren  who  will  be  called  upon  to 
participate  in  the  conferring  of  degrees.

REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  FOR  BRITISH  COLUMBIA 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

Again  I  am  privileged  to  report  to  you  as  your  Deputy  in  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia,  on  the  doings  and  condition  of  the  Scottish 
Rite  Bodies  in  this  Province  for  the  past  year,  1945-46. 

In  common  with  other  branches  of  Freemasonrv,  our  Bodies  have

been  very  active  during  the  year.  Many  young  men  who  have  been 
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serving  their  country  throughout  the  recent  World  War  have  apparently- 
received  a  spiritual  uplift;  a  something  which  has  caused  them  to  look 
beyond  the  narrow  limits  of  every-day  mundane  affairs  and  reach  for  a 
more  satisfying  and  soul  comforting  line  of  endeavour.  This,  I  think, 
accounts  to  a  great  extent  for  our  increase  in  membership  in  the  last 
few  years. 

During  the  past  twelve  months  I  have  visited  all  of  the  Bodies  in 
this  Province  and  I  can  safely  assure  you  that  they  are  all  in  a  healthy 
and  substantial  condition.  A  keen  interest  is  shown  by  the  officers  and 
members  in  their  ritualistic  work;  their  finances  are  well  handled  and 
adequate  care  is  shown  in  the  selection  of  material.  Altogether  I  am 
well  pleased  with  what  I  have  seen  and  I  anticipate  continued  healthy 
growth  and  increased  interest  and  influence  among  the  Brethren  of  the 
Rite  in  this  Province. 

Visitations: 

October  16th,  1945,  I  visited  Kootenay  Lodge  of  Perfection  at  Nelson 
and  witnessed  the  conferring  of  the  Fourth  Degree  on  one  candidate.  I 
was  accompanied  by  Ill. '.Bro. ’.Alex.

On  this  occasion  I  was  accompanied  and  assisted 
by  Ill.'. Bro. ’.F.  J.  Burd  33°,  and  it  was  our  great  pleasure  to  have  with 
us  Ill.*. Bro. '.George  H.  Ross,  P.’. Lieut. '.Grand  Commander,  who  was 
spending  a  holiday  in  Victoria.  His  presence  was  much  appreciated  by 
both  the  Victoria  Brethren  and  ourselves.

June  5th,  1946,  accompanied  by  Ill.'.Bro.'.H.  H.  Watson  33°,  I 
attended  the  dinner  of  Victoria  Lodge  of  Perfection  celebrating  their 
Twenty-fifth  Anniversary;  a  very  enjoyable  time  was  had. 


Memoranda: 

March  8th,  1946,  Vancouver  Lodge  of  Perfection  was  honoured  by  a 
visit  from  Ill. '.Bro. ‘.Harold  T.  Malcolmson  33°,  Grand  Standard  Bearer, 
who  was  holidaying  in  our  Province  at  that  time.  He  was  received  with 
appropriate  honours  and  during  the  course  of  the  evening  addressed  us 
briefly  on  Scottish  Rite  affairs.  His  visit  was  much  appreciated. 

Dispensations: 

September  20th,  1945,  I  issued  a  Dispensation  to  Moray  Chapter 
Rose  Croix  U.D.  to  receive  six  candidates  within  the  time  specified  in 
the  Statutes  and  Regulations;  this  for  what  I  considered  good  and 
sufficient  reasons. 

July  24th,  1946,  I  issued  a  Dispensation  to  Vancouver  Lodge  of 
Perfection  to  hold  their  Regular  meeting  in  September,  1946,  on  Satur¬ 
day,  September  14th,  instead  of  Friday  the  13th  September. 
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Courtesies: 

At  the  request  of  the  Illustrious  Deputies  of  the  following  Provinces 
we  have  been  pleased  to  confer  courtesy  degrees  for  them:  Ontario, 
Quebec,  Manitoba,  Saskatchewan,  Alberta.  It  is  always  a  pleasure 
for  our  Bodies  to  extend  these  courtesies  to  the  Bodies  of  other 
Provinces. 

On  the  other  hand  the  Illustrious  Deputy  for  Quebec  very  kindly 
arranged  with  Hochelaga  and  Quebec  Lodges  of  Perfection  to  confer 
degrees  on  our  account.  We  sincerely  appreciate  these  courtesies. 

Deaths: 

We  were  all  greatly  distressed  and  shocked  when  advised  of  the 
sudden  passing  of  Ill.\Bro.\  James  McCauley  33°,  of  Saskatchewan 
Consistory.  Brother  McCauley  had  made  his  home  in  Vancouver  for 
some  time  and  was  a  constant  and  interested  visitor  at  our  meetings. 
He  passed  away  very  suddenly  April  19th,  Good  Friday. 

March  3rd,  1946,  William  Henry  Bland  32°,  died  after  a  short  illness. 
Brother  Bland  was  a  Freemason  of  high  standing  and  at  the  time  of  his 
death  was  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  British  Columbia. 

March  28tli,  1946,  The  Honourable  R.  L.  Maitland  32°,  passed  to  his 
reward.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  FOR  SASKATCHEWAN 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 

Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

Our  Royal  Brother,  His  Majesty  the  King,  in  his  Y-J  Day  message, 
— <  ‘  We  give  thanks  to  Almighty  God  for  a  just  deliverance  ’  ’■ — epitomized 
the  sincerest  sentiments  of  all  his  peoples.  Relying  on  the  same  Omnipo¬ 
tence  we  are  now  committed  to  the  task  of  securing  to  all  peoples  every¬ 
where  the  fruits  of  that  triumph  of  truth  and  right.  To  this  high  purpose 
Freemasonry  is  dedicated. 

Jn  this,  the  first  full  year  of  peace,  the  Craft,  in  my  Province,  has 
made  marked  advances,  and  the  rolls  of  Scottish  Rite  reflect  its  progress. 
At  the  end  of  the  Masonic  year,  with  a  total  membership  of  1041,  we 
achieved  our  first  objective, — to  pass  the  thousand  mark.  Substantial 
gains,  detailed  particulars  whereof  are  appended  hereto,  were  recorded 
in  all  the  Bodies.  The  high  Masonic  quality  of  the  initiates  and  the 
increased  activity  of  many  members  in  the  fundamental  work  of  the 
Craft  is  cause  for  the  greatest  satisfaction. 

The  regular  Lodge  work  of  the  officers  and  the  exemplification  of 
the  degrees  by  the  casts  is  consistently  of  high  standard  and  the 
Deputy’s  only  concern  has  been  to  maintain  uniformity  to  which  detail 
critical  attention  has  been  paid  on  all  official  visits.  During  the  year 
nine  Reunions  were  held  bv  the  various  Bodies.  The  Lodges  of  Perfec¬ 
tion  produced  in  full  form  practically  all  the  degrees  and  in  the  Consist¬ 
ory  teams  from  Moose  Jaw,  Regina  and  Saskatoon  produced  the  19°,  21°, 
and  24°  respectively.  The  latter,  worked  for  the  first  time  by  a  team 
led  by  Illustrious  Brothers  Irving  and  Holmes,  was  produced  at  Saskatoon 
and  repeated  with  splendid  effect  at  the  annual  Reunion  in  Regina. 
Contributing  to  the  success  of  all  Reunions  were  the  several  enjoyable 
social  'events  in  which  our  ladies  and  visitors  participated.  Illustrious 
Brother  Hedley  has  rendered  outstanding  service  to  all  the  Bodies  by 
undertaking  the  communication  of  degrees  and  in  permanently  recording 
his  uniform  ritual  therefor  in  order  that  it  may  be  always  available  to 
those  charged  with  this  important  function. 

Pursuant  to  the  directive  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  the 
Easter  Ceremonials  were  given  special  attention  in  all  the  Chapters. 
The  Ritual  was  sincerely  and  reverently  interpreted  and  the  attendance 
improved.  In  every  instance  an  impressive  Memorial  Service  for 
dey)arted  Knights  was  introduced. 

Dispensations  as  required  were  issued  and  reported  and  all  statutory 
Returns  have  been  duly  filed.  Official  visits  were  paid  to  all  the  Bodies 
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and  on  each  occasion  the  Deputy  was  supported  by  a  representative 
group  of  members  of  Supreme  Council  to  whom  sincere  thanks  is  now 
tendered.  S.'.G.’.I.'.G.'.Ross  has  largely  assumed  responsibility  of  the 
Installations  and  in  various  other  ways  has  contributed  greatly  to  the 
year’s  success. 

We  acknowledge  courtesies  freely  extended  by  the  Deputies  for 
South  Florida,  British  Columbia  and  Quebec  in  waiving  jurisdiction  and 
the  conferment  of  Degrees.  On  invitation  a  fraternal  visit  was  paid 
Wascana  Preceptory  and  Honourarv  Memberships  in  Moose  Jaw  and 
Saskatoon  Lodges  of  Perfection  and  Alexander  Shepphard  Chapter  Rose 
Croix  were  gratefully  accepted  by  the  Deputy. 

On  his  removal  to  the  coast  Illustrious  Brother  R.  N.  Kelly,  after 
24  years  of  faithful  service  as  Grand  Almoner  of  the  Regina  Bodies  and 
the  Consistory,  retired.  He  was  fittingly  honoured  by  the  presentation 
of  an  illuminated  address  accompanied  by  the  best  wishes  of  all  the 
Brethren. 

Moved  by  reports  from  Illustrious  Brother  Plasteras,  T.*.P.\G.\M.\ 
of  Regina  Lodge  of  Perfection,  of  the  dire  sufferings  of  his  countrymen 
of  Corinth,  Greece,  and  inspired  by  the  Easter  message  of  M.’.W/.S.*. 
Dr.  Patterson  of  Saskatoon  Chapter,  I  sponsored  an  appeal  to  the  Scottish 
Rite  Masons  of  Saskatchewan  to  contribute  of  their  store  to  these  needy 
ones.  The  Brethren  responded  enthusiastically  and  on  July  15th  we 
shipped  23  cases  weighing  42.00  pounds  containing  2977  articles  of 
clothing  and  526  pairs  of  shoes  consigned  directly  to  families  whose 
plight  is  known  personally  to  Brother  Plasteras.  In  addition  $696.42  was 
contributed  to  defray  expenses  and  provide  funds  to  purchase  underwear 
for  later  shipment.  We  were  gratified  by  the  spontaneous  and  generous 
response.  The  name  of  it  Corinth”  will  hereafter  ever  recall  happy 
memories  of  a  worthwhile  fraternal  effort  in  the  exercise  of  Masonic 
b  enevolence. 

We  mourn  the  sudden  passing  at  Vancouver  on  April  19th,  1946,  of 
Illustrious  Brother  James  McCauley  33°,  the  dean  of  Members  of  Supreme 
Council  in  Saskatchewan  and  a  Past  Grand  Master.  His  obituary  has 
been  prepared  for  inclusion  in  our  Proceedings.  To  his  widow  and  family 
surviving  we  tender  heartfelt  sympathy. 

Recent  reports  from  presiding  officers  indicate  large  classes  coming 
forward  for  the  Fall  Reunions  in  the  several  Valleys  in  all  of  which 
harmony  prevails  and  brotherly  love  continues. 

If  the  same  spirit  might  animate  the  nations  and  be  exemplified 
in  their  councils,  then  would  we  indeed  achieve  that  peace  for  which 
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so  much  has  been  sacrificed  by  so  many.  Toward  that  end  Freemasonry 
must  continue  to  direct  her  supreme  effort. 

On  behalf  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Freemasons  of  Saskatchewan,  I 
bring  fraternal  greetings  to  the  members  of  the  Rite  everywhere  and  our 
fealty  to  this  Sovereign  Body.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON 
FOREIGN  RELATIONS 


The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations  was 
presented  by  Ill. ‘.Bro. '.Frank  A.  Copus,  chairman,  and  on 
motion,  was  received  and  adopted. 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  FOREIGN  RELATIONS 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 

Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

After  six  years  of  war  and  after  more  than  a  year  of  post-war  ad¬ 
justment  it  is  practically  impossible  to  present  an  accurate  picture  of 
present  world  conditions  so  far  as  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  is  con¬ 
cerned.  This  has  been  more  or  less  the  situation  ever  since  the  com¬ 
mencement  of  hostilities;  and  even  with  a  certain  amount  of  Masonic 
revival  presently  in  process  it  is  still  true  to-day. 

Of  course  there  is  no  such  difficulty  with  regard  to  the  English- 
speaking  Supreme  Councils.  They  are  happy  and  even  prosperous,  in¬ 
creasing  in  numbers,  wealth  and  social  usefulness.  But  elsewhere  the 
scene  is  one  of  confusion  and  in  many  cases  of  veritable  chaos. 

In  some  portions  of  Europe  Freemasonry  has  been  utterly  crushed. 
Elsewhere  in  that  war-ravaged  continent  it  was  driven  underground  and 
to-day  is  emerging  but  slowly.  Ruined  temples,  lodge  furniture  stolen, 
lodge  records  destroyed  or  in  the  hands  of  organizations  hostile  to  the 
Craft,  brethren  in  hundreds  of  cases  actually  done  to  .death — true  martyrs 
of  Freemasonry — or  returned  from  concentration  camps  broken  in  health 
• — these  are  the  present  hallmarks  of  European  Freemasonry. 

In  Latin  America  we  are,  with  some  exceptions,  presented  with  a 
picture  of  occasional  civic  disturbance  (in  some  cases  approaching  the 
status  of  revolution),  persecution  by  church  and  governmental  authori¬ 
ties,  and  the  emergence  here  and  there  of  organizations  claiming  to  be 
Masonic  but  of  whose  authenticity  there  are  the  gravest  doubts. 

Truly  it  is  an  unhappy  story,  the  more  unhappy  because  it  may  well 
be  years  before  the  situation  improves.  Truly  also  it  is  a  difficult 
moment  for  our  English-speaking  Supreme  Councils,  difficult  because  our 
natural  impulse  is  to  extend  the  helping  hand  at  once  and  generously, 
and  because  over  against  this  impulse  is  the  undoubted  fact  that  our 
really  helpful  course  may  well  be  to  await  a  clarification  that  in  many 
cases  only  time  can  bring.  As  one  well  known  brother  puts  it  in  speak¬ 
ing  of  Craft  Masonry  “the  question  of  post-war  European  Freemasonry 
is  one  that  will  have  to  be  approached  with  the  utmost  caution . 
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No  hasty  actions  should  be  taken  by  the  English-speaking  Grand  Lodges 
if  we  are  to  uphold  the  high  traditions  that  are  associated  with  our  Free¬ 
masonry”.  Your  Committee  suggest  that  the  same  caution  may  well 
apply  in  connection  with  Scottish  Rite  bodies,  especially  in  the  matter  of 
recognition  as  such. 

Sufficient  has  already  occurred  to  stress  the  wisdom  of  a  policy  of 
“wait  and  see”.  Some  of  the  lodges  in  continental  Europe,  lodges  quite 
freely  visited  by  Freemasons  in  the  armies  of  occupation,  are  already  at 
odds  with  one  another  over  purely  political  matters — an  old  story  in  the 
annals  of  continental  Freemasonry.  In  another  case,  and  under  the  aegis 
of  a  Grand  Lodge  not  recognized  by  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Great  Britain, 
a  Grand  Lodge  has  been  set  up  in  a  country  long  under  the  mandate  of 
Britain  and  therefore  to  be  considered  as  British  Masonic  territory.  The 
repercussions  from  such  a.  situation  hardly  bear  thinking  of.  These  are 
fairly  substantial  straws  that  show  how  the  wind  blows  in  certain 
quarters,  and  we  suggest  very  earnestly  to  this  Supreme  Council  that  it 
would  appear  to  be  the  part  of  wisdom  to  let  the  head  rather  than  the 
heart  dictate  our  relations  with  certain  portions  of  European  Free¬ 
masonry  at  least  for  some  time  to  come. 

With  regard  to  Scottish  Rite  Masonry  in  South  America  it  is  difficult 
to  evolve  a  report  based  on  first  hand  information,  for  the  reason  that 
only  three  or  four  of  the  Supreme  Councils  in  Latin  America  have  cor¬ 
responded  with  their  representatives  in  Canada,  despite  repeated  letters 
from  the  latter.  Even  in  these  cases  the  language  difference  intervenes. 
Considerable  information  as  to  the  conditions  in  the  Supreme  Councils 
south  of  the  United  States  appears  in  the  Allocution  of  Most  Puissant 
Brother  John  H.  Cowles,  presented  to  the  Supreme  Council  of  the 
Southern  Jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  at  their  biennial  session  in 
October  last.  It  is  recommended  to  the  attention  of  all  who  are  interested 
in  the  Freemasonry  of  Latin  America. 

The  same  distinguished  brother  has  also  given  us  in  the  above- 
mentioned  Allocution  a  pen  picture  of  European  Freemasonry  as  seen 
through  the  eyes  of  one  who  is  in  close  touch  with  many  brethren  from 
or  in  Europe.  The  Allocution  of  Most  Puissant  Brother  Melvin  M. 
Johnson,  presented  at  the  recently  concluded  session  of  the  Supreme 
Council  for  the  Northern  Jurisdiction,  and  the  Report  of  the  Committee 
on  Foreign  Relations,  headed  by  Puissant  Grand  Lieutenant  Commander 
George  E.  Bushnell  and  presented  at  the  same  session,  are  especially  valu¬ 
able,  for  they  are  eye-witness  accounts  of  things  seen  and  heard  on  com¬ 
paratively  recent  post-war  visits  to  Europe,  visits  devoted  solely  to  an 
attempt  to  evaluate  present  day  conditions  in  the  Masonic  world  of 
Europe  and  the  relation  of  American  Freemasonry  thereto. 
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From  the  above  sources,  together  with  such  information  as  has  been 
available  from  our  own  Grand  Representatives,  it  has  been  possible  to 
draw  up  the  following  summary  as  to  non-English  speaking  Freemason^, 
with  special  reference  to  connections  with  the  Scottish  Rite: 

In  Poland,  Portugal,  Roumania,  Turkey  and  Spain,  Freemasonry  as 
we  know  it  has  ceased  to  exist.  No  information  is  at  present  available 
as  to  Russia  and  Yugoslavia  and  only  fragmentary  information  as  to 
Austria.  In  Italy  all  contacts  are  unsafe  pending  the  clearing  up  of 
present  utter  confusion.  In  Czechoslovakia  activities  are  suspended  and 
the  future  very  doubtful.  In  the  Low  Countries,  in  Greece,  France,  and 
Norway  there  has  been  great  suffering  among  the  brethren  and  help  is 
urgently  needed.  Denmark  has  been  active  despite  severe  persecution 
from  the  occupational  authorities.  Egypt  appears  to  be  active  and  writes 
stressing  a  welcome  for  visiting  brethren.  The  fact  that  Egypt  is  not 
recognized  by  most  if  not  all  of  the  Canadian  Grand  Lodges  nor  by  the 
United  Grand  Lodge  of  England  presents  a  difficulty  that  is  mentioned 
here  because  it  is  typical  of  similar  difficulties  elsewhere.  In  Sweden, 
untouched  by  invasion,  there  has  been  great  Masonic  activity  and  con¬ 
siderable  relief  has  been  extended  by  Swedish  Freemasonry  to  neighbour¬ 
ing  Masonic  bodies. 

We  cannot  leave  the  subject  of  European  Freemasonry  without  men¬ 
tioning  the  interesting  fact  that  in  Denmark  they  are  celebrating  the 
two  hundredth  Anniversary  of  St.  John’s  Lodge  at  Copenhagen,  and  that 
they  extended  an  invitation  for  our  Supreme  Council  to  be  represented. 
It  was  impossible  for  us  to  send  anyone  to  represent  this  Supreme 
Council,  but  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  we  have  offered  to  exchange 
representatives  between  our  Supreme  Council  and.  the  National  Grand 
Lodge  of  Denmark,  which,  like  the  National  Grand  Lodges  in  Sweden  and 
Norway,  also  controls  the  degrees  above  the  Craft  degrees. 

In  summing  up  this  attempt  to  estimate  the  potentialities  of  the 
situation  in  Europe,  your  Committee  would  stress  the  fact  that  our 
present  relations  fall  into  two  distinct  divisions — there  is  the  matter  of 
material  and  financial  assistance  which  in  some  instances  is  very  urgent, 
and  there  is  the  matter  of  recognition  which  in  our  opinion  should  not 
be  acted  upon  in  most  cases  until  the  years  have  brought  clarification. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  official  relations  so  far  as  the  following 
Supreme  Councils  are  concerned:  Bolivia,  Brazil,  Central  America,  Chile, 
Colombia,  Cuba,  Dominica,  Ecuador,  Mexico,  Panama,  Paraguay,  Peru, 
Switzerland,  Uruguay  and  Venezuela. 

From  the  .Supreme  Council  of  Argentine  comes  the  suggestion  that 
in  future  American  Supreme  Councils  should  confer  on  matters  of  recog¬ 
nition  before  action  is  taken  in  specific  cases.  Your  Committee  reports 
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the  suggestion  with  approval  tempered  by  the  knowledge  that  certain 
difficulties  are  almost  sure  to  obtrude.  It  is  however  our  earnest 
suggestion  that  the  time  has  come  when  at  least  the  North  American 
Supreme  Councils  should  adopt  some  common  policy  in  the  matter  of 
recognition  of  Masonic  bodies  in  both  Europe  and  South  America.  The 
present  situation  in  this  matter  of  recognition  is  quite  unsatisfactory  and 
is  pregnant  with  possibilities  of  future  trouble. 

As  indicated  earlier  in  this  Report,  the  English-speaking  Supreme 
Councils  appear  to  have  enjoyed  a  year  of  happiness,  prosperity  and 
useful  service.  All  reports  reaching  this  Committee  indicate  gains  in 
membership  and  financial  resources.  A  few  high  lights  may  be  mentioned 
as  being  of  special  interest  to  Scottish  Rite  Freemasons  here  in  Canada. 

At  the  last  biennial  session  of  the  Supreme  Council  for  the  Southern 
Jurisdiction  of  the  United  States,  held  in  October  of  last  year,  the  sum 
of  $400,000  was  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Com¬ 
mander,  to  be  used  to  assist  in  the  rehabilitation  of  the  Order  in  the 
liberated  countries  of  Europe.  This  generous  action  seems  to  have  been 
the  direct  result  of  the  exhaustive  report  on  the  condition  of  Scottish  Rite 
Masonry  abroad  that  was  presented  by  Most  Puissant  John  H.  Cowles 
and  to  which  reference  has  already  been  made  herein. 

The  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Supreme  Council  for  the  Northern 
Jurisdiction,  which  concluded  only  a  few  daj^s  ago,  was  also  largely  con¬ 
cerned  with  European  post-war  conditions,  having  the  benefit  of  inform¬ 
ation  thereon  from  both  Most  Puissant  Melvin  M.  Johnson  and  Puissant 
George  E.  Bushnell,  information  that  was  the  result  of  comparatively 
recent  trans-Atlantic  visits  and  to  which  reference  has  also  been  made 
elsewhere  in  this  report.  A  sum  of  $150,000  was  placed  at  the  disposal 
of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  to  be  used  for  purposes  of  emergent 
relief  and  post-war  rehabilitation.  Further  progress  was  reported  in  the 
research  into  the  cause  and  cure  of  dementia  praecox  and  for  the  eleventh 
year  in  succession,  a  grant  of  $50,000  was  made  to  enable  the  continuance 
of  this  worthy  project.  The  Gourgas  Medal — the  highest  honour  in  the 
gift  of  this  Supreme  Council. — was  awarded  by  unanimous  resolution  of 
the  Supreme  Council  to  Most  Puissant  Melvin  M.  Johnson.  The  only 
other  holder  of  this  unique  decoration  is  Ill. '.Harry  S.  Truman,  President 
of  the  United  States,  who  was  recently  honoured  with  the  33rd  Degree 
by  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Southern  Jurisdiction,  and  to  whom  it  was 
presented  last  year  with  appropriate  ceremony  in  the  presence  of  dis¬ 
tinguished  representatives  of  the  Northern  Jurisdiction.  One  of  the 
outstanding  features  of  this  really  great  assemblage  of  Scottish  Rite 
Masons  of  the  Northern  Jurisdiction  was  that  portion  of  the  Allocution 
of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  that  reported  on  the  Prince  Hall 
Grand  Lodge — organized  negro  Freemasonry — wherein  was  noted  the

interesting  fact  that  this  organization,  numbering  some  500,000  in  its 
membership,  derives  its  authority  by  warrant  direct  from  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  England,  granted  September  29th,  1784,  to  African  Lodge  No. 
459  of  Boston,  Mass.  At  a  conference  with  representatives  of  the  Prince 
Hall  affiliation  a  good  deal  of  quiet  help  has  been  extended  but  it  was 
agreed  by  all  concerned  “that  a  sense  of  history  and  an  awareness  of 
existing  social  conditions  would  make  inadvisable  any  attempt  to  coalesce 
negro  and  white  Freemasonry  or  to  recommend  visitation  ’  \ 

The  Supreme  Council  of  England  and  Wales,  through  our  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  who  is  their  Representative  near  this  Supreme  Council, 
reports  that  as  at  June  30th,  1945,  no  fewer  than  seventeen  new  Chapters 
were  warranted,  five  more  than  in  any  previous  year  of  Supreme 
Council’s  history.  This  fact,  together  with  a  substantial  increase  in  the 
very  restricted  membership  of  this  Supreme  Council,  is  extraordinarily 
interesting  as  a  commentary  on  the  virility  of  English  Freemasonry 
under  the  post-war  conditions  known  to  exist  in  the  much-tried  mother¬ 
land.  Mention  should  also  be  made  of  the  fact  that  October  26tli,  1945, 
marked  the  centenary  of  this  Supreme  Council,  the  event  being  appropri¬ 
ately  celebrated  in  July  of  this  year.  The  celebration  included  a  confer¬ 
ence  of  all  English-speaking  Supreme  Councils.  In  connection  with 
England  it  is  interesting  also  to  note  that  Field  Marshal  Viscount 
Alexander,  who  is  a  member  of  Athlumney  Chapter  No.  164,  received  his 
Thirty-third  Degree  shortly  before  leaving  for  Canada  to  assume  his 
duties  as  Governor-General. 

Contacts  with  Scotland  and  Ireland  have  been  somewhat  remote 
during  the  past  year.  However,  it  is  of  interest  to  note  that  our 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  has  received  a  communication  from  the  Earl 
of  Stair  in  which  he  refers  to  their  coming  centenary  celebration. 
Definite  information  as  to  when  this  celebration  will  take  place  is  lack¬ 
ing  at  the  present  time.  Scotland  was  warranted  by  France  in  1846. 

No  reports  have  been  received  from  Ireland,  but  as  “no  news  is  good 
news  ’  ’  it  may  be  presumed  that  our  Irish  brethren  are  well  and  happy. 
The  Supreme  Council  of  Ireland  conferred  a  great  honour  upon  our 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  during  the  year  as  they  informed  him  that 
he  had  been  made  an  Honourary  Member  of  that  distinguished  Body. 
Your  Committee  rejoices  to  note  this  additional  recognition  of  the 
exceptional  services  of  Most  Puissant  Bro.’. Douglas  G.  Mcllwraitli.

Illustrious  Brethren: 

The  Committee  on  Rituals  and  Ritualistic  Matter  presents  its  report 
on  its  activities  since  the  last  Meeting  of  the  Council. 

The  degrees  of  Knight  Kadosh  and  Grand  Inspector  Inquisitor  Com¬ 
mander,  as  recommended  by  the  Council  at  its  last  Session,  have  been 
printed  and  await  the  process  of  binding  when  material  for  this  purpose 
is  available.  The  Committee  takes  this  opportunity  of  expressing  its 
thanks  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  for  valued  assistance  in  the 
re-editing  of  these  degrees. 

In  1940  a  small  revised  edition  of  the  First  Section  of  the  Thirty- 
second  Degree  was  printed,  and  is  now  in  use  by  Consistories.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  recommends  that  the  Second  Section  of  the  Degree  be  printed, 
as  paper  is  now  available  for  a  limited  edition.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  AUDIT  AND  FINANCE 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite 
of  Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

Peers  and  Brethren: 

Your  Committee  on  Audit  and  Finance  reports  as  follows: 

1.  The  Committee  is  gratified  to  note  the  progress  made  in  the 
office  of  the  Grand  Secretary-General  and  commends  Ill.'.Bro.’.Lees  for 
the  splendid  service  he  is  giving  to  this  Council. 

2.  We  note  reference  in  the  report  to  Article  34  and  Article  43, 
Section  4. 

Under  date  of  July  17th,  1946,  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander 
addressed  a  letter  to  the  Chairman  of  this  Committee,  requesting  the 
Committee  to  discuss  and  report  upon  the  adequacy  of  the  aforementioned 
Articles.  Your  Committee  has  given  careful  consideration  to  the 
language  of  the  Articles  in  question  and  begs  to  report  that  in  its  opinion 
they  are  adequate  for  the  requirements  of  this  Supreme  Council. 

3.  It  is  noted  that  a  few  Secretaries  of  subordinate  Bodies  are  still 
tardy  in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  especially  in  conforming  with 
the  requirements  of  Article  65.  Your  Committee  recommends  that  all 
cases  of  tardiness  of  this  nature  on  the  part  of  Grand  Secretaries  or 
Registrars  be  promptly  referred  to  the  Deputy  for  the  Province  con¬ 
cerned  and  that  appropriate  action  be  taken  immediately  by  the  Deputy. 

4.  Your  Committee  reports  progress  in  systematizing  the  office 
work  of  the  Grand  Secretary-General  and  the  Grand  Treasurer-General 
and  proposes  to  make  any  recommendations  it  deems  necessary  in  a 
report  to  be  presented  at  the  next  Session  of  Supreme  Council. 

5.  The  Committee  notes  with  pleasure  and  gratification  the  sub¬ 
stantial  improvement  in  the  fiscal  affairs  of  Council  reported  by  the 
Grand  Treasurer-General  and  commends  most  heartily  all  those  who  have 
contributed  to  this  result. 

Your  Committee  sees  evidence  of  painstaking  attention  to  the  invest¬ 
ment  portfolio  by  Ill. ’.Bro.'. Hamilton  and  wisdom  in  the  manner  in  which 
the  Council’s  securities  are  handled. 

6.  The  subject  of  Life  Membership  fees  and  Life  Membership 
funds  have  been  under  consideration  by  your  Committee  for  some  time 
and  while  the  Committee  is  not  prepared  to  present  a  report,  it  does 
direct  the  attention  of  all  subordinate  Bodies  which  maintain  life  mem¬ 
bership  to  the  importance  of  levying  Life  Membership  fees  on  a  sound 
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actuarial  basis  and  establishing  and  maintaining  Life  Membership  funds 
in  such  a  manner  as  to  ensure  their  solvency  and  stability  at  all  times. 

Your  Committee  will  endeavour  to  make  detailed  recommendations  in 
this  connection  at  a  later  date. 

7.  Following  adoption  by  Council  of  a  recommendation  that  profes¬ 
sional  auditors  be  employed,  the  Committee  appointed  S.  G.  Richardson 
&  Co.,  and  trusts  that  it  has  the  approval  of  Council  in  this  appointment.

The  operating  receipts  amount  to  $25,242.88  and  disbursements 
$17,121.35  leaving  an  operating  surplus  of  $8,121.53  while  investments 
were  sold  at  a  premium  of  $731.25  thereby  making  an  increase  in  capital 
of  $8,852.78  for  the  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  ALLOCUTION  OF 
THE  MOST  PUISSANT  SOVEREIGN  GRAND  COMMANDER. 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient <  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite 
of  Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

Illustrious  Brethren:  , 

The  Committee  appointed  to  consider  the  Allocution  of  the  Most 
Puissant  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  report  as  follows: 

1.  We  share  with  the  M.\P.\ Sovereign  Grand  Commander  the 
pleasure  of  Supreme  Council  in  meeting  this  year  in  the  ancient  and 
historic  city  of  Quebec,  and  warmly  join  in  the  thanks  extended  to  Ill.*. 
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Bro.*. Stanton  and  our  Quebec  Brethren  in  this  genuine  demonstration  of 
hospitality.  It  is  proper  and  fitting  that  the  distinguished  masonic 
history  and  achievements  of  this  former  ^capital  city  of  early  Canada 
should  be  brought  to  our  attention  and  permanently  recorded  in  such 
full  and  effective  detail  from  the  early  days  of  1759  to  the  immediate 
present.  Particularly  is  it  appropriate  that  those  valiant  Masons  who 
have  served  the  Craft  and  the  Rite  in  this  venerable  Province  of  Quebec 
should  have  their  names  and  their  contribution  recorded  in  this  form 
for  the  information  of  those  who  will  succeed  us  in  the  days  to  come. 

2.  We  appreciate  the  sure  insight  displayed  by  our  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  into  the  effects  and  dangers  of  the  post  war  period,  so 
eloquently  foretold  in  the  last  year’s  Allocution,  and  we  therefore  read 
the  more  attentively  the  admonitions  offered  in  the  critical  days  in  which 
we  now  find  ourselves,  and  we  can  endorse  the  challenge  to  all  loyal 
citizens  to  gird  themselves  more  resolutely  than  ever  before  to  battle  the 
five  great  enemies  of  mankind: — Ignorance,  Spiritual  Tyranny,  Despot¬ 
ism,  Demagogues,  and  Selfishness.  Freemasonry,  exemplified  in  life  and 
conduct  by  the  fraternity  in  every  day  life,  should  prove  an  anchor  in 
the  days  of  drifting  to  chaos. 

3.  Once  more  we  respond  to  the  call  of  our  Sovereign  Grand  Com¬ 
mander  to  stand  with  bowed  heads  in  respect  to  the  memories  of  those 
of  our  number  in  Supreme  Council,  those  of  the  constituent  Bodies,  and 
our  departed  brethren  of  Sister  Jurisdictions  who,  having  completed 
their  work  here,  have  passed  on  to  their  reward  with  our  Father  in 
Heaven.  For  those  near  in  kinship  and  affection  to  whom  these  separa¬ 
tions  have  brought  sorrow  and  loneliness,  we  pray  the  blessed  consola¬ 
tions  of  their  holy  faith. 

4.  We  note  that  the  Rite  in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  in  the  Valleys 
of  Barrie,  Hamilton,  Peterborough,  Toronto,  ‘Ottawa,  Niagara  Falls, 
Windsor,  North  Bay  and  Guelph  have  had  the  profit  and  pleasure  during 
the  year  of  visits  from  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  some  not  only 
once,  but  several  times,  thus  enabling  him  to  renew  that  personal  contact 
in  and  about  the  area  of  Rite  activity  which  had  been  denied  him  owing 
to  the  extended  visitations  West  and  East  during  the  previous  two  years 
of  office.  We  note  wtih  interest  and  pleasure  the  fraternal  visit  paid 
to  our  neighbouring  sister  Jurisdiction  in  the  Valley  of  Buffalo,  and  the 
excellent  reception  accorded  by  our  brethren  in  the  U.S.A.  to  our 
Canadian  ritual. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  note  the  visit  to  the  80th  Annual  Convocation  of 
the  Grand  Chapter  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  and  the  hearty  re¬ 
ception  accorded  him  in  his  official  capacity  in  introducing  P/.Bro.'. 
George  E.  Bushnell  to  the  banquet  gathering.  We  note  and  sympathize 
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with  his  sincere  regrets  that  circumstances  prohibited  his  attending  the 
91st  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodge  A.F.  &  A.M.  of  Canada 
in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  held  in  Toronto,  and  the  61st  Annual 
Assembly  of  the  Sovereign  Great  Priory  of  Canada  held  at  Chatham. 
The  interchange  of  such  fraternal  courtesies  does  much  to  cement  the 
essential  ties  of  Masonic  solidarity. 

5.  We  are  exceedingly  happy  that  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander, 
accompanied  by  the  Grand  Secretary-General,  attended  the  134th  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Supreme  Council  for  the  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction 
of  the  Luiited  States  of  America,  held  this  year  at  Pittsburg,  Pa.,  and 
it  is  most  gratifying  to  learn  of  the  cordial  fraternal  reception  accorded 
the  Canadian  representatives  and  the  place  of  honour  reserved  for  them. 
Wre  congratulate  our  sister  Jurisdiction  on  the  substantial  progress  made 
during  the  past  year.  It  may  be  of  interest  to  our  members1  to  learn  that 
the  Northern  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A.,  has  296,309  members  in  the  14°,  being 
an  increase  of  37,000  in  the  vear. 

6.  We  join  with  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  in  extending 
heartiest  congratulations  to  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and 
Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry  for  England  and  Wales  and  the 
Dependencies  of  the  British  Crown  who  have  just  celebrated  the  100th 
Anniversary  of  its  institution  in  July  of  this  year.  It  is  unfortunate 
that  circumstances  prevented  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  from 
accepting  the  invitation  to  be  present  and  represent  our  Supreme  Council, 
on  so  important  and  so  celebrated  an  occasion,  and  we  will  await  with 
interest  the  report  of  the  deliberations  and  decisions  arrived  at  by  so 
illustrious  a  gathering  from  all  over  the  world  to  do  honour  to  an  out- 
tanding  event  in  the  history  of  the  Scottish  Rite  at  a  time  so 
fraught  with  critical  possibilities  and  opportunities. 

We  are  grateful  that  M.’.P.’.Bro.b Melvin  M.  Johnson,  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  of  the  Northern  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A.,  was  able  to  be 
present  and  represent  us  at  the  London  meeting,  for  he  knows  us  exceed¬ 
ingly  well  and  would  discharge  his  responsibilities  with  dignity,  clarity 
and  eloquence. 

7.  We  note  with  satisfaction  the  consistent  increase  in  membership 
in  all  the  Bodies  of  the  Rite,  the  large  number  of  candidates  and  the 
increase  in  the  number  of  degrees  being  worked  throughout  the  Jurisdic¬ 
tion,  as  evidences  of  the  increased  interest  in  and  devotion  to  our 
beloved  Rite. 

8.  We  further  note  with  approval  the  close  ties  which  have  been 
maintained  through  the  Committee  ,  on  Foreign  Relations,  not  only  with 
the  British  Isles  but  also  with  the  Jurisdictions  in  the  U.S.A.,  in  Mexico, 
Central  America  and  South  America. 
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It  is  interesting  to  learn  that  the  Supreme  Council  of  Belgium  has 
been  re-established,  but  we  concur  in  the  opinion  expressed  that  haste 
should  be  made  slowly  in  extending  recognition  to  any  Supreme  Council 
established  in  countries  in  Europe,  where,  as  yet  the  state  of  Government 
is  unstable.  We  should  give  every  kind  of  assistance  when  we  know  the 
conditions  fully.  It  is  a  tangible  manifestation  of  fraternal  co-operation 
when  at  the  request  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  Chile  we  extend  the 
courtesy  of  conferring  the  degrees  from  5°  to  18°  upon  the  Chilean 
Ambassador  to  Canada,  Bro.\ Pedro  Castelblanco  4°,  a  distinguished 
Mason  in  his  own  country. 

9.  The  action  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  in  calling  special 
attention  to  the  Easter  Ceremonies  has  met  with  a  most  commendable 
result  in  increased  attendance  which  it  is  hoped  will  be  continued  in 
future  years.  We  concur  in  his  deprecation  of  the  practice  of  publishing 
in  the  public  press  the  intimate  details  of  our  rites  and  ceremonies  which 
with  us  in  this  Jurisdiction  have  been  considered  matters  of  our  own 
very  private  concern.  We  feel  that  this  occurrence  has  only  to  be 
mentioned  to  be  corrected. 

10.  We  congratulate  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  in  the  clarity 
with  which  lie  has  dealt  with  the  essential  requirements  to  be  observed 
when  subordinate  Bodies  are  drafting  their  By-laws.  The  principle  is 
clearly  stated  and  restated  from  the  decisions  of  former  authorities  in 
the  Bite  and  should  now  be  so  abundantly  clear  that  no  future  unneces¬ 
sary  and  unconstitutional  repetitions  of  Statutes  will  be  proposed,  thus 
adding  to  brevity  and  objectiveness  in  future  amendments  to  By-daws. 

11.  We  concur  fully  in  the  action  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Com¬ 
mander  and  his  committee  in  granting  $1000  to  the  Ontario  Cancer  Treat¬ 
ment  and  Research  Foundation  and  to  the  recommendation  that  authority 
be  again  vested  in  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  his  committee 
to  expend  not  more  than  $10,000  for  benevolent  purposes  during  the 
coming  year. 

12.  We  unite  with  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  all  Supreme 
Council  in  profound  regret  that  Ill.'.Bro.'.Wm.  J.  Major  33°,  has  tendered 
his  resignation  as  Grand  Chancellor  and  Active  Member,  and  concur 
in  the  recommendation  that  his  earnest  request  be  granted  to  be  translated 
to  Past  Active  rank.  His  active  counsel  and  advice  will-  be  sorely  missed 
among  us.  With  respect  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander’s  request 
that  Article  42  be  reviewed  to  define  more  particularly  the  duties  of 
the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  the  Grand  Chancellor  with  respect 
to  Foreign  Relations,  we  would  point  out  that,  together  with  Article  42, 
Article  28  (9)  and  Article  30  must  be  considered  in  dealing  with  this 
matter.  From  these  it  is  quite  clear  that  the  intention  of  the  Statutes 
is  to  have  the  complete  control  of  Foreign  Relations  in  the  hands  of  the 
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Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  who  lias  a  statutory  Deputy  in  these  matters 
in  the  Grand  Chancellor  who  attends  to  the  mechanics,  very  possibly 
through  the  established  office  of  the  Grand  Secretary-General  who  is 
responsible  for  the  custody  of  all  correspondence  and  documents  of 
Supreme  Council.  A  further  specific  duty  under  the  present  statutes 
laid  upon  the  Grand  Chancellor  is  the  preparation  of  an  annual  Report, 
for  submission  first  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  of  all  such  cor¬ 
respondence  and  information  concerning  Foreign  Relations  as  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  has  been  giving  him  instructions  and 
directions  during  the  year.  Clearly  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  is 
completely  in  control  of  this  department  of  Rite  activity  and  responsible 
for  policy  and  the  Grand  Chancellor  carries  these  policies  and  directions 
into  effect  by  correspondence  and  finally  reporting  to  Supreme  Council 
after  first  submitting  the  record  for  the  approval  of  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander. 

We  note  further  the  resignation  of  Ill. \Bro. '.Edward  A,  Braithwaite 
33°,  who  has  given  long  and  distinguished  service  to  Supreme  Council 
and  served  faithfully  as  Deputy  in  the  Province  of  Alberta  and  that  of 
Hl.'.Bro.’.Jabez  Miller.  We  recommend  that  they  be  accorded  Past 
Active  rank  and  be  gratefully  thanked  for  their  services  and  fidelity  in 
the  past  years. 

13.  In  connection  with  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander ’s  reference 
to  proposed  changes  to  be  recommended  in  the  introductory  lecture  of 
the  4°  which  have  been  formulated  in  collaboration  with  the  Grand  Prior, 
we  are  sure  Supreme  Council  will  most  interestedly  await  their  presenta¬ 
tion  and  provide  the  fullest  opportunity  for  their  consideration. 

It  is  gratifying  to  learn  that  the  new  editions  of  the  30th  and  31st 
Degrees  have  passed  the  final  proof  and  are  ready  for  printing,  and 
we  recommend  that  Supreme  Council  again  extend  sincere  thanks  to 
Ill. \Bro. ’.Riggs1  for  his  valuable  services  in  connection  with  the  rituals 
and  their  editing  and  printing. 

14.  Much  of  the  attention  of  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  in 
his  Allocution  has  been  directed  to  a  clarification  of  the  status,  func- 
tions:,  duties,  privileges  and  possibilities  of  the  Honourary  Inspectors- 
General.  In  a  very  full  and  complete  review  of  the  material  submitted 
by  the  Special  Committee  consisting  of  Ill. ‘.Bros. '.Simpson  and  Pitts, 
appointed  by  him  to  report  on  this  matter,  he  has  clearly  enunciated  his 
views  as  to  the  position  occupied  by  Honourary  Inspectors-General  in 
Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  and  supported  these  views  with  quotations 
from  the  historical  documents  of  the  Rite.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that 
Supreme  Council  can  agree  that  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  has 
given  adequate  description  and  direction  in  defining  the  scope  of  em¬ 
ployment  of  Honourary  Inspectors-General,  their  duty,  power,  prerogatives 
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and  privileges;  that  there  is  no  immediate  need  for  the  institution  in  our 
Jurisdiction  of  what  might  be  called  “  Councils  of  Deliberation  ’  ’  in  each 
Province  patterned  after  those  found  valuable  in  the  United  States  of 
America;  but  that  there  exists  the  need  and  desire  for  a  full  attendance 
of  our  Honourary  Members  at  the  Annual  Assembly  of  Supreme  Council, 
where  they  will  be  warmly  welcomed  and  given  the  fullest  opportunity  to 
exercise  their  statutory  right  to  participate  in  our  deliberations  and 
discussions.  We  see  no  particular  advantage  to  be  gained  by  having  a 
separate  annual  meeting  of  Honourarv  Inspectors-General,  but  thought 
might  be  given  to  the  desirability  of  having  a  room  available  on  the 
Monday  evening  when  the  Honourary  Inspectors-General  could  meet  and 
discuss  matters  of  interest  while  the  Active  Members  are  engaged  in 
informal  session.  Supreme  Council  is  indebted  to  our  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  for  his  wise  direction  in  obtaining  progress  in  establishing

an  efficient  basis  of  complete  co-ordination  of  all  the  latent  ability  and 
enthusiasm  of  a  distinguished  and  honoured  group  of  illustrious  members 
of  the  Rite. 

15.  In  conclusion,  your  Committee  expresses  their  sincere  appreci¬ 
ation  of  the  opportunity  of  reviewing  such  an  excellent  report  of  work 
so  well  done  and  so  eloquently  expressed.  The  Sovereign  Grand  Com¬ 
mander’s  praise  of  the  work  of  the  Grand  Secretary-General,  Ill.'.Bro.’. 
Stuart  H.  Lees,  his  full  time  assistant  Ill.'.Bro. '.John  H.  Cuddie  and  the 
staff  of  the  office  is  well  merited  and  finds  an  echo  of  approval  through¬ 
out  the  entire  Supreme  Council.  With  the  membership  of  the  Rite  at 
an  all  time  high  in  its  history,  with  much  work  of  tabulation  and  record¬ 
ing  to  be  undertaken  and  completed,  the  duties  and  responsibilities  are 
constantly  expanding,  and  we  are  delighted  with  the  progress  shown. 
In  leadership  and  devotion  to  duty  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  has 
through  the  years  spared  himself  no  effort,  has  shunned  no  personal 
inconveniences,  no  doubt  to  the  detriment  of  his  personal  affairs,  but  we 
are  confident  that  he  can  feel  rewarded  by  the  present  state  of  the  Rite 
and  the  respect  and  affection  in  which  he  is  held  by  all  those  with  whom 
he  has  come  in  contact. 

There  is  no  proof  indicated  by  the  present  conditions  in  the  world 
to-day  that  the  future  holds  out  the  promise  of  an  easy  Utopia.  Rather 
are  the  forecasts  those  of  trial  and  stress  for  which  good  men  everywhere 
will  need  the  armour  of  the  most  steadfast  faith,  the  fellowship  of  tried 
and  trusted  brethren  and  the  leadership  of  the  Omnipotent  God  and 
Father.  May  our  Rite  be  given  a  foremost  place  in  the  Advance.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON 
THE  GENERAL  STATE  OF  THE  RITE 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 

Freemasonry  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada: — 

Illustrious  Brethren: 

In  presenting  our  report  this  year  we  are  handicapped  by  lack  of 
personal  knowledge  and  sorely  miss  the  first  hand  observations  of  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander.  His  task  of  inspection,  undertaken  in  the 
two  years  preceding,  provided  reliable  data  on  which  to  base  a  report  on 
the  general  state  of  the  Rite.  The  lack  of  it  emphasizes  the  desirability 
of  devising  a  plan  for  regular  visits  by  representatives  of  Supreme  Council 
to  the  various  parts  of  our  vast  domain.  Many  of  the  Actives  and 
numbers  of  the  Honouraries,  if  commissioned  so  to  do,  would  gladly  share 
in  the  performance  of  this  important  duty.  Without  such  authorization 
members  hesitate  to  intrude  or  to  speak  as  directly  representing  Supreme 
Council. 

What  we  offer,  therefore,  is  gleaned  largely  from  the  Deputies’ 
reports  and  our  judgment  is  based  on  11  hearsay”  evidence.  We  have  not 
this  year  added  a  section  of  suggested  topics  for  discussion.  We  have  in 
mind  many  matters  worthy  of  consideration  but  the  seventeen  items  in 
our  former  reports  all  remain  unconsidered  and  there  appears  to  be  no 
likelihood  of  dealing  with  any  of  them  this  year.  If,  as  and  when  we 
enter  seriously  on  a  discussion  of  general  policy  many  suggestions  of  vital 
important  will  emerge.  To  suggest  more  at  this  stage  would  be  redun¬ 
dant.  We  trust  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  the  entire  membership  of 
Council,  both  Active  and  Honourary,  will  join  in  such  round-table  con¬ 
ferences. 

Turning  then  to  an  analysis  of  the  annual  returns  and  the  Deputies’ 
reports  we  have  compiled  the  several  statistical  tables  following  and 
from  a  study  thereof,  as  the  basis  for  estimating  our  progress  and  trend, 
have  deduced  the  appended  comparisons  and  conclusions.

The  primary  test  of  our  progress  is  the  comparative  rate  of  increase 
in  relation  to  the  Craft  from  which  we  stem.  From  the  latest  official 
yearly  report  the  Craft  in  all  Canada  had  a  net  gain  in  membership  of 
7094 — an  increase  of  4.2%,  being  2-1/3  times  the  gain  the  preceding 
Masonic  year. 

In  the  Rite,  on  the  other  hand,  our  net  increase  of  688  fell 
below  the  previous  year  by  18.  Our  overall  increase  therefore  was  4.9%, 
--down  .5%  from  1945.  Whereas  in  that  year  we  showed  a  rate  of  in¬ 
crease  three  times  that  of  the  Craft  this  year  we  are  practically  equal. 
When  we  consider  that  the  Craft  percentages  are  based  on  a  total 
membership  twelve  times  ours  and  that  the  figures  used  above  are  a 
compilation  of  last  year’s  Craft  returns  while  ours  are  up-to-date,  we 
must  conclude  that  we  are,  in  fact,  far  from  enjoying  a  similar  measure 
of  progress.  The  proportion  of  Scottish  Rite  Freemasons  to  Craft  Free¬ 
masons  throughout  Canada  is  still  as  2  is  to  25,  or  8.2%.  In  view  of  the 
current  growth  of  the  Craft,  the  fact  that  we  are  at  peace  and  the 
buoyant  economic  conditions  prevailing  the  foregoing  comparisons 
disclose  an  unsatisfactory  condition  which  we  must  strive  to  remedy. 

Several  of  the  Deputies  stress  the  meticulous  care  exercised  in  the 
selection  of  new  members.  This  may  easily  be  overdone.  We  should  never 
forget  that  those  who  seek  our  privileges  must  be  Brother  Freemasons  in 
good  standing  and  as  such  are  entitled  to  our  regard.  If  our  Rite  is  good 
for  us,  we  have  a  duty  to  share  it  with  our  Brethren  of  the  Craft.  1  ‘  One 
of  the  two  which  followed  Him  was  Andrew.  He  first  findeth  his  own 
brother,  Simon,  and  saith  unto  him,  We  have  found  the  Messiah M. 

We  are  to-day  riding  the  crest,  but  beyond  every  crest  is  the  trough 
in  which  the  stoutest  ship  may  founder  if  it  be  not  well  manned  and 
skilfully  steered.

Our  total  membership  of  14,518  includes  gains  in  every  Body  of  the 
Rite  throughout  the  Jurisdiction  except  Albert  Edward  Lodge  in  which 
the  number  remained  constant.  The  percentage  of  increase  varies  rather 
widely  indicating  either  greater  enthusiasm  or  more  aggressiveness  in 
some  Valleys  over  others.  Death,  an  inevitable  factor  affecting  any 
forecast,  has  dealt  harshly  with  us.  The  indications  are  that  suspensions 
and  withdrawals  are  down.  These  are  controllable  and  decreases  therein 
reflect  directly  the  care  and  activity  of  Masters  and  Secretaries.  To 
lose  members  for  these  causes  is  not  only  deplorable  but  is  a 
slur  on  the  efficiency  of  the  organization  and  the  efficacy  of  our 
teachings.

While,  in  the  matter  of  bringing  forward  those  eligible  for  higher 
degrees,  the  Chapters  have  slightly  bettered  their  position,  still  generally 
the  relative  proportions  of  members  among  the  three  Bodies  remain 
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constant.  The  gaps  are  too  great.  The  Rite  is  a  system  of  32  degrees 
and  no  brother,  until  lie  has  received  all,  is  in  a  position  properly  to 
evaluate  its  worth.  Delays  dull  his  enthusiasm  and  often  result  in  such 
loss  of  interest  that  lie  never  advances.  We  should  actively  urge 
Brethren  to  progress  regularly  from  Lodge  to  Chapter  to  Consistory. 
We  draw  this  to  the  attention  of  presiding  officers  in  the  hope  of  marked 
improvement  next  year.

The  palm  goes  to  British  Columbia  with  70.2%  attendance  on 
Maundy  Thursday  and  to  Manitoba  with  61.7%  on  Easter  Morn.  The 
officers  paid,  strict  attention  to  the  special  directive  issued  by  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  the  uniformly  beautiful  programmes 
issued  by  all  Chapters  bear  testimony  to  the  time  and  thought  devoted 
to  making  the  ceremonies  attractive  and  impressive.  It  is  difficult 
therefore  to  account  for  the  poor  attendance  and  the  seeming  indifference 
of  the  Knights  to  their  obligations.  The  need  for  an  educational  cam¬ 
paign  on  the  significance  of  these  “ principal  feasts’5  is  indicated.  For 
those  who  make  inaccessibility  an  excuse,  attention  should  be  drawn  to 
our  ordinance  in  this  behalf: — 
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“If  in  the  place  where  one  lives  there  be  no  other  Knights,  he 
must  perform  the  Ceremony  alone  and  unite  in  spirit  with  his 
Brethren.  If  one  is  on  a  journey  still  he  can  and  even  ought  to 
perform  his  duty.  If  a  Knight  knows  of  another  Knight  not  more 
than  three  leagues  distant  he  should  write  him  to  hold  a  Chapter 
with  him  on  .Maundy  Thursday  and  in  that  case,  they  are  to  meet 
half  way ’  ’. 

Among  the  many  items  of  interest  indicative  of  progressive  leader¬ 
ship  and  initiative  we  commend  the  reported  exchange  of  visits  with 
sister  Consistories  in  the  United  States;  the  extensive  improvements  in 
Lodge  quarters  and  the  return  to  working  in  full  many  of  the  non- 
obligatory  degrees.  The  ‘Constans’  Drama  is  now  produced  in  Alberta, 
Manitoba,  Nova  Scotia,  Quebec  and  Saskatchewan  and  is  everywhere 
hailed  with  approval  and  satisfaction. 

Substantial  progress  toward  bringing  the  work  up-to-date  and 
modernizing  our  methods  in  the  central  office  has  been  made.  We  sug¬ 
gest  to  enhance  the  use  and  usefulness  of  the  “Proceedings”  that  the 
same  be  indexed  and  that  the  recommendation  in  the  1943  Allocution  that 
Honour  Eolls  be  prepared  by  all  Bodies  be  now  implemented.  Artistic 
forms  may  be  had  gratis  on  application  to  the  Department  of  Publica¬ 
tions,  Ottawa. 

The  experiment  of  printing  only  skeleton  details  of  the  financial 
statement  is  a  handicap  to  an  intelligent  review  of  our  position.  If  there 
is  merit  in  restricting  the  detail  to  be  included  in  the  Proceedings,  then 
we  suggest  that  copies  of  the  complete  statements  should  be  furnished  to 
members  prior  to  the  Annual  Meeting,  thereby  complying  with  Article  34, 
and  ensuring  proper  consideration  of  the  Grand  Treasurer’s  report. 

We  are  happy  to  learn  of  the  restoration  to  health  of  Ill.’.Bro.'. 
Laurie  Ells  and  the  other  members  of  the  Committee  heartily  congratu¬ 
late  Ill. '.Bro. '.Frank  J.  Burd  on  his  inclusion  as  a  C.B.E.  in  His  Majesty’s 
Birthday  Honour  list.  The  recent  conferment  of  the  33°,  Honourary,  by 
their  Supreme  Councils,  on  His  Excellency  the  Governor-General,  Vis¬ 
count  Alexander  and  on  President  Harry  S.  Truman,  is  a  matter  for 
mutual  congratulation. 

Our  review  of  the  Deputies’  reports  and  a  study  of  the  Sovereign. 
Grand  Commander’s  Allocution  leaves  us  with  the  very  definite  convic¬ 
tion  that  there  is  much  of  strength  and  virility  in  our  institution. 
Harmony  prevails  and  prospects  are  everywhere  bright  for  large  classes 
and  successful  reunions.  Our  immediate  needs  are  for  greater  cohesion 
and  continued  vigorous  leadership. 

The  former  might  well  be  achieved  by  sponsoring  some  humanitarian 
project  in  which  all  Scottish  Eite  Freemasons  across  Canada  could  par- 
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ticipate:  the  latter  can  be  advanced  if  we  will  but  employ  our  Honourary 
Members  in  their  several  Valleys  as  ambassadors  of  Supreme  Council 
and  will  consult  with  them  in  Supreme  Council.  In  union  there  is 
strength.  ‘  ‘  Where  no  counsel  is,  the  people  fall,  but  in  the  multitude  of 
counsellors  there  is  safety.7’ 

A  year  ago,  in  the  first  flush  of  victory,  we  complacently  awaited 
to  be  led  down  the  pleasant  paths  of  peace.  A  weary  year  has  dragged 
by  and  there  is  no  peace.  The  war  emergency  has  become  a  world 
emergency.  We  now  realize  that  the  peace,  too,  must  be  won, — “a 
victory  no  less  renowned  than  war77.  The  promise  of  peace  on^earth 
i3  to  men  of  good  will.  Freemasonry  is  the  great  exponent  of  the 
Brotherhood  of  Man  and  the  Fatherhood  of  God.  Freemasons  are  men 
of  good  will.  As  such  we  claim  the  promise  and  face  the  challenge  to 
devote  our  hands,  hearts  and  intellects  to  the  supreme  cause  of  the 
attainment  of  enduring  peace.  To  this  cause  we  are  pledged.  “  May  God 
aid  us  to  keep  and  perform  the  same — so  mote  it  be.77

The  dawn  of  1946  was  darkened  by  a  shadow  of  sadness 
because  on  that  day  a  message  was  received  from 
Vancouver,  B.C.,  announcing  that  Ill. ’.Bro. ’.Franklin 
George  Webber  33°,  Honourary  Inspector-General,  had 
passed  away  on  December  31st,  1945.

Brother  Webber  made  his  home  with  his  daughter  and 
her  husband,  Dr.  H.  T.  J.  Monks,  and  their  young  son,  in 
Saint  John,  N.B.  With  them  he  was  in  Montreal  at 
Christmas  time  for  a  few  days  while  en  route  to  their  new 
home  in  Vancouver,  where  it  was  hoped  his  health  would 
improve,  but  two  days  after  he  arrived  in  that  city  the  call 
came  to  Higher  Life. 

Ill. ’.Bro. ’.Webber  was  born  in  Redruth,  Cornwall,  Eng¬ 
land,  on  August  31st,  1873,  came  to  Canada  in  March,  1887, 
with  the  rest  of  the  family  and  settled  in  Toronto  where  he 
completed  his  high  school  education. 

He  entered  the  employ  of  the  Bell  Telephone  Company 
of  Canada  September  1st,  1892,  working  in  several  of  the 
departments. 

In  1900  he  was  transferred  to  Montreal  and  was  ap¬ 
pointed  secretary- treasurer  of  the  Northern  Electric  and 
Manufacturing  Company,  now  the  Northern  Electric  Com¬ 
pany. 

In  December  1904  he  returned  to  the  telephone  com¬ 
pany.  Early  in  1906  he  was  made  district  manager  of  the 
Province  of  Alberta  headquarters  in  Calgary.  When  the 
company’s  plant  was  sold  to  the  Government  of  Alberta  in 
1908  Bro.  Webber  was  transferred  to  Regina  as  district 
manager  of  Saskatchewan.  In  1909  the  company  sold  out 
to  the  Saskatchewan  Government,  so  Brother  Webber  was 
transferred  to  Toronto  as  assistant  district  superintendent. 

In  1911  he  returned  to  Montreal  and  filled  the  offices  of 
local,  district  and  division  manager  until  May,  1934,  when 
he  was  appointed  secretary  of  the  telephone  company, 
which  position  he  occupied  until  his  retirement  on  August 
31st,  1942,  when  he  had  completed  fifty  years’  service. 
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Our  late  brother  was  a  member  of  the  Alpine  Club  of 
Canada  for  over  thirty  years  and  in  his  earlier  years  was 
an  all  round  athlete. 

A  Rotarian  since  1916,  “Frank”,  as  he  was  known  to 
his  friends,  was  president  of  the  Rotary  Club  of  Montreal. 
He  was  on  the  Board  of  Governors  of  Weredale  House,  the 
Boys’  Home,  and  honourary  secretary  for  many  years. 

Bro.  Webber  saw  the  light  of  Masonry  in  Royal  Vic¬ 
toria  Lodge,  No.  57,  Que.  Reg.,  in  October  1906,  served 
through  the  subordinate  offices  and  served  as  Worshipful 
Master  in  1917.  He  was  appointed  Grand  Director  of  Cere¬ 
monies  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Quebec  in  1922. 

He  received  the  Mark  Degree  in  Royal  Albert  Chapter 
No.  8  Q.  R.  in  January  1913  and  was  First  Principal  in  1920. 

In  the  Scottish  Rite  he  received  the  4°  in  September, 
1915  and  the  32°  in  April,  1920.  He  was  the  T.*.P.\G.*.M.\ 
in  1924  and  Most  Wise  Sovereign  in  1931  and  1932.  On 
September  12th,  1939,  he  was  coroneted  an  Honourary 
Inspector-General,  33°. 

The  brethren  in  the  Valleys  of  Montreal  and  Quebec 
will  always  remember  our  late  brother  for  his  portrayal  of 
Zerubbabel  in  the  15°,  which  part  he  portrayed  for  twelve 
years. 

On  May  13th,  1921,  Bro.  Webber  received  the  Royal 
Order  of  Scotland  degrees  in  the  Provincial  Grand  Lodge 
of  Quebec  and  served  in  several  offices. 

Our  late  brother’s  body  was  brought  to  Montreal  where 
the  funeral  service  was  held  on  January  8th,  1946,  con¬ 
ducted  by  Ill. '.Bro. ‘.Very  Rev.  Malcolm  A.  Campbell,  33°. 

The  attendance  was  large,  composed  of  members  of 
Supreme  Council,  Scottish  Rite,  Craft  Masons,  as  well  as 
Rotarians,  telephone  officials  and  employees  and  personal 
friends. 

To  his  daughter,  Mrs.  Monks  and  her  little  son,  his 
brothers,  Ill.'.Bro.'.H.  J.  Webber  and  L.  V.  Webber  and 
his  sister  Miss  Bessie  W.  Webber,  of  Toronto,  our  heartfelt 
sympathy  is  extended.

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ILL. \BRO. '.EDWARD  BRUCE  FOWLER,  33° 

Ill. '.Bro.'. Edward  Bruce  Fowler,  whose  life  had  been 
devoted  to  Peterborough  and  its  advancement  in  a  wide 
range  of  interests,  died  January  25th,  1946,  in  Civic  Hospi¬ 
tal.  His  death,  after  a  short  illness  of  pneumonia,  resulted 
from  a  heart  condition  after  he  appeared  to  be  on  the  road 
to  recovery. 

In  business  and  industry,  in  education  and  hospital  ser¬ 
vice,  in  municipal,  church  and  fraternal  affairs,  Bruce  had 
long  been  recognized  as  one  of  Peterborough’s  foremost 
citizens.  He  gave  unstintingly  of  his  time  and  ability  to  all 
this  challenging,  self-imposed  programme  of  activities ; 
particularly  did  he  render  a  devoted  service  to  Nicholls  Hos¬ 
pital,  now  Civic  Hospital,  and  to  Masonry.  He  was  also 
civic-minded  and  his  business  acumen  qualified  him  for  out¬ 
standing  leadership.  This  leadership  was  characterized  by 
fidelity,  humility,  earnestness  and  devotion.  His  associates 
were  warmed  by  his  friendly,  wholesome  nature;  these  re¬ 
lationships  were  treasured  by  all  those  who  came  within 
range  of  his  genial  and  radiating  personality. 

Ill. ’.Bro. '.Edward  Bruce  Fowler  was  born  September 
12th,  1875,  on  a  farm  two  miles  north  of  Springville,  near 
the  city  of  Peterborough.  He  attended  school  in  North 
Monaghan  and  the  Peterborough  Collegiate  Institute.  On 
graduation,  he  accepted  a  position  with  the  Bank  of  Toronto 
and  subsequently  moved  to  Toronto  and  later  to  Barrie.  He 
returned  to  Peterborough  in  1904  as  accountant  of  the 
Canadian  Cordage  Company.  Later  he  became  the  Canadian 
representative  of  the  firm  of  R.  Hood  Haggie  and  Son,  of 
England,  the  largest  manufacturers  of  rope  and  cable  in  the 
British  Isles.  To  add  to  an  already  busy  life  he  secured  the 
agency  for  industrial  diamonds,  products  essential  to  the 
mining  industry. 

His  activities  in  the  community  of  Peterborough  were 
numerous  and  responsible.  To  mention  in  more  detail, 
Bruce  was  a  member  of  the  Peterborough  Board  of  Educa¬ 
tion  for  eight  years,  chairman  in  1927  and  1928 ;  a  very 
active  member  of  St.  Andrew’s  United  Church,  treasurer 
for  fifteen  years  and  chairman  of  the  Board  of  Management 
for  a  number  of  years ;  a  member  of  the  Board  of  the  Y.  M. 
C.  A.  for  several  years ;  member  of  the  Chamber  of  Com¬ 
merce  and  a  director  of  the  Peterborough  Industrial  Exhibi- 
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tion ;  at  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  Peterborough’s  senior 
ranking  Mason.  Bruce  was  greatly  interested  in  the  work 
and  in  the  success  of  the  Peterborough  Rotary  Club.  He 
was  never  too  busy  to  lay  aside  his  business  responsibilities 
to  join  his  friends  in  a  day’s  fishing;  in  his  quiet  hours  in 
his  home  or  on  vacation  he  found  pleasure  and  rest  in  good 
books. 

The  following  is  a  notation  of  the  Masonic  career  of 
Ill. ‘.Bro.‘. Fowler.  Initiated,  passed  and  raised  in  1899  in 
Corinthian  Lodge,  No.  96,  Barrie,  Ont. ;  Royal  Arch  Mason 
in  1908,  Corinthian  Chapter,  No.  36,  Peterborough,  Ont.; 
Knight  Templar  in  1909  in  Moore  Preceptory,  No.  13,  Peter¬ 
borough,  Ont.;  received  4°  to  14°  in  January,  1917,  in  Tor¬ 
onto  Lodge  of  Perfection ;  received  18°  in  January,  1918,  in 
Toronto  Rose  Croix  Chapter;  received  32°  in  September, 
1922,  in  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory,  Hamilton,  Ont. ;  re¬ 
ceived  Royal  Order  in  January,  1923  at  Hamilton,  Ont;  cor- 
oneted  33°  Honourary  Inspector-General,  October,  1925, 
Montreal,  Quebec;  Charter  Member  Royal  Arthur  Lodge, 
A.F.  &  A.M.,  No.  523,  Peterborough,  Ont.,  1941 ;  Master 
Royal  Arthur  Lodge,  1918-1919 ;  Life  Member  Royal  Arthur 
Lodge,  1924;  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  of  Peterbor¬

Ill. ‘.Bro. ’.Fowler  is  survived  by  his  widow,  his  son, 
Robert  M.  Fowler,  Montreal,  president  of  the  Canadian  Pulp 
and  Paper  Association  and  Miss  Genevieve  A.  Fowler, 
librarian  at  the  Collegiate  Institute  and  Vocational  School, 
Peterborough.  To  his  family  his  Brethren  extend  deep  and 
heartfelt  sympathy. 

The  funeral  was  held  January  28th,  from  St.  Andrew’s 
United  Church — Rev.  M.  J.  Aiken,  pastor,  officiating.  He 
was  laid  to  rest,  with  full  Masonic  rites  and  in  the  presence 
of  a  large  assemblage  of  friends  and  Brethren,  in  Little 
Lake  Cemetery.

ILL. '.BRO. '.JOHN  HAMILTON  GORDON  RUSSELL,  33° 

The  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  and  Free¬ 
masonry  in  general,  in  the  Province  of  Manitoba,  lost  an 
earnest,  loyal,  and  valued  member  when  on  Thursday, 
February  7th,  1946,  Illustrious  Brother  Russell  passed  away 
in  the  Winnipeg  General  Hospital. 

Ill. \Bro.\ Russell  was  born  in  the  city  of  Toronto,  On¬ 
tario,  November  5th,  1862,  and  received  his  education  in 
that  city. 

Before  coming  to  Winnipeg  in  1882  he  had  been  con¬ 
nected  with  architectural  firms  in  Toronto,  Chicago,  Sioux 
City  and  Tacoma.  An  architect  of  distinction,  he  designed 
numerous  public  buildings  and  churches  in  this  city. 

Our  late  Brother  took  a  lively  interest  in  all  worth 
while  community  activities.  He  served  on  the  boards  of  the 
United  Colleges,  Y.M.C.A;,  and  The  British  and  Foreign 
Bible  Society.  He  was  a  charter  member  and  past  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Winnipeg  Rotary  Club,  past  president  and 
Fellow  of  the  Royal  Architectural  Institute  of  Canada,  and 
twice  served  as  president  of  the  Manitoba  Association  of 
Architects. 

Bro. ‘.Russell  exemplified  the  ideals  and  principles  of 
Freemasonry  in  his  every-day  life,  and  his  wise  counsel  and 
guiding  hand  were  always  exercised  for  the  good  of  our 
beloved  Order. 

He  was  initiated  into  Freemasonry  in  The  Assiniboine 
Lodge,  No.  114,  G.R.M.,  on  August  6th,  1909,  passed  on 
January  19th,  1910,  and  raised  on  October  14th,  1910.  He 
was  elected  Grand  Director  of  Ceremonies  in  June,  1918, 
D.D.G.M.  in  1927,  Grand  Secretary  in  1935,  and  was 
coroneted  on  the  6th  of  October,  1926,  an  Honourary  Inspec¬ 
tor-General  of  the  Supreme  Council  33°,  for  the  Dominion 
of  Canada. 

Bro. ‘.Russell  received  all  these  honors  with  a  quiet 
dignity  which  marked  him  as  one  of  the  outstanding  Free¬ 
masons  of  his  time. 

Prominent  and  active  in  the  service  of  his  church  and 
community,  upright  and  honest  in  all  his  business  relations, 
an  earnest  and  devoted  Freemason,  his  passing  is  a  distinct 
loss  to  our  fraternity. 
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The  funeral  service  was  conducted  by  Bro.  Rev.  Russell 
McGillivary,  pastor  of  Augustine  United  Church,  and  Ill.*. 
Bro. ’.Rev.  Dr.  P.  T.  Pilkey  33°, Grand  Master,  with  burial 
in  Elmwood  Cemetery,  February  9th,  1946.

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ILL. '.BRO. '.WILLIAM  MAYNE  McGOMBE,  33° 

Again  the  sad  duty  devolves  upon  me  of  announcing  the 
sudden  passing  of  a  well  known  member  of  Supreme  Council 
and  the  Scottish  Rite  in  the  Province  of  Quebec,  in  the 
person  of  Ill. ’.Bro.'. William  Mayne  McCombe  33°,  Honour¬ 
ary  Inspector-General,  which  sad  event  occurred  on  Mon¬ 
day,  February  18th,  1946. 

Ill. '.Bro. '.McCombe  was  born  January  15th,  1869,  in 
Dublin,  Ireland,  son  of  the  late  Alexander  McCombe,  M.A., 
of  Trinity  College.  Our  late  brother  received  his  early 
education  in  Dublin,  and  was  attending  Trinity  College 
when  the  family  came  to  Canada  in  1890. 

Shortly  after  his  arrival  in  Montreal  he  was  employed 
by  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  on  the  office  staff,  but  soon 
resigned  to  enter  the  insurance  business  which  he  made  his 
life  work.  He  was  a  prominent  insurance  broker  and  his 
commanding  figure  was  well  known  on  St.  James  St. ;  his 
sudden  call  was  a  great  surprise  to  his  many  friends  and 
business  associates. 

Ill. '.Bro. ’.McCombe  was  keenly  interested  in  the  work 
of  the  Verdun  Hospital  and  for  many  years  was  the  honour¬ 
ary  secretary. 

His  Masonic  career  started  on  November  12th,  1900, 
and  he  received  the  3°  May  13th,  1901.  He  served  in  the 
subordinate  offices  and  was  elected  the  Worshipful  Master 
of  Royal  Albert  Lodge,  No.  25,  Quebec  Register,  for  the 
years  1909  and  1910. 

In  Grand  Lodge  he  was  appointed  Grand  Director  of 
Ceremonies  in  1913,  and  was  elected  and  served  as  D.D.G.M. 
in  1915.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the  Committee  of 
Benevolence  and  Charity,  at  the  time  of  his  death  having 
served  for  twenty  years. 

He  was  a  member  of  Royal  Albert  Chapter,  No.  8, 
G.R.Q.,  for  a  number  of  years. 

In  the  Scottish  Rite  he  received  the  4°  October  16th, 
1903,  the  14°  February  11th,  1904  and  the  32°  April  22nd, 
1907.  Although  he  took  minor  parts  in  many  of  the  degrees 
his  record  of  twenty  years  as  grand  secretary  of  the  Con¬ 
sistory  was  his  outstanding  service  in  the  Rite. 
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He  was  coroneted  an  Honourary  Inspector-General  33°, 
by  the  Supreme  Council  in  Montreal,  October  25th,  1922. 

On  March  2nd,  1912,  he  received  the  degrees  of  the 
Royal  Order  of  Scotland  in  the  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of 
Quebec,  being  a  member  of  the  second  class  of  candidates 
received  after  the  formation  of  the  Provincial  Grand  Lodge 
in  1909. 

For  many  years  he  was  a  member  of  the  Mystic  Shrine. 

The  funeral  service  was  conducted  by  Ill. '.Bro.h  Very 
Rev.  Malcolm  A.  Campbell  33°,  in  the  funeral  parlors,  of  Jos. 
C.  Wray  and  Brother  on  February  20th,  1946.  The  chapel 
was  filled  with  his  many  friends,  the  local  members  of 
Supreme  Council  and  Scottish  Rite,  Grand  Lodge  and  Royal 
Albert  Lodge  brethren,  Verdun  Hospital  representatives 
and  insurance  associates. 

To  Mrs.  McCombe  and  her  son,  R.  Mayne  McCombe,  we 
tender  our  deepest  sympathy  as  well  as  to  his  brother  Alex¬ 
ander  of  Dublin,  Ireland ;  his  step-brothers,  Col.  Gault  Mc¬

ILL. -.BRO.-. ALFRED  EDWIN  GOODMAN,  33° 
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ILL.'. BRO.  .ALFRED  EDWIN  GOODMAN,  33° 

Ill. '.Bro.*. Alfred  Edwin  Goodman  33°,  was  born  at  St. 
Catharines,  Ontario,  Nov.  2nd,  1860.  He  was  the  son  of 
Edwin  Goodman,  M.D.,  a  well  known  practitioner  of  that 
city  for  many  years. 

He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  that  city  and 
the  St.  Catharines  Collegiate  Institute. 

In  his  early  youth  he  took  up  banking  and  was  in  the 
service  of  the  Imperial  Bank  at  St.  Catharines  and  later  at 
Ingersoll,  Ontario.  Ultimately  he  returned  to  his  home 
town  and  began  his  career  as  a  newspaper  reporter. 

Early  in  1891  he  came  to  Vancouver,  then  an  infant 
city,  and  entered  the  service  of  the  Victoria  Colonist,  at  that 
time  the  most  outstanding  newspaper  in  British  Columbia. 
In  due  course  he  was  made  their  Vancouver  representative 
and  at  the  same  time  he  acted  as  western  correspondent  for 
various  eastern  publications. 

For  a  term  he  served  his  adopted  city  as  an  alderman 
and  was  afterwards  appointed  to  the  position  of  city 
librarian. 

Later  in  life  he  was  made  secretary  to  the  Automobile 
Insurance  Board  of  Underwriters,  a  position  which  he  held 
for  some  years,  retiring  on  pension  owing  to  ill  health  and 
declining  years. 

Bro  Goodman  filled  all  these  positions  with  honour  and 
distinction  and  left  behind  him  an  enviable  record. 

He  was  a  man  of  strong  opinions,  honest  and  upright 
in  his  dealings  and  altogether  a  good  citizen. 

One  of  Bro.  Goodman’s  journalistic  talents  was  that  of 
rhyming;  he  delighted  in  putting  the  common,  every-day 
happenings  in  verse  form — some  humourous,  some  sad  and 
all  showing  ability  in  that  direction. 

The  following  short  extract  from  a  longer  poem  is  a 
fair  sample  of  his  work : 
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“ The  tragic  world  moves  on  apace , 

While  nations  slay  to  save  their  face, 

On  land  and  sea  and  everywhere, 

Beneath  the  waves,  and  in  the  air, 

With  greater  perils  yet  to  he; 

And  ive  must  face  them  to  be  free. 

What  price  ivill  Glory  yet  unfold, 

When  youth  comes  hack  to  greet  the  old, 

And  eyes  ivill  weep  and  hearts  will  yearn, 

For  those  who  never  will  return ? 

I  wonder  why,  I  wonder  why, 

The  old  must  live — the  young  must  die. 

How  long,  how  long,  before  surcease ? 

The  old  can  only  pray  for  peace.” 

His  Masonic  career  was  an  outstanding  one.  He  was 
initiated,  passed  and  raised  in  Cascade  Lodge,  No.  12  B.C.R., 
in  1902.  He  was  one  of  the  founders  of  Western  Gate 
Lodge,  No.  48  B.C.R.,  and  was  elected  Worshipful  Master 
in  1910. 

His  Scottish  Rite  career  was  equally  outstanding:  in 
1904  he  was  elected  to  membership  in  Vancouver  Lodge  of 
Perfection.  In  this  work  Bro.  Goodman  took  a  very  keen 
interest.  Possessed  of  considerable  histrionic  ability  he 
entered  zealously,  into  the  work  and  took  a  prominent  part 
in  the  various  degrees. 

In  1910  he  was  elected  Thrice  Puissant  Grand  Master 
and  in  1911  was  Most  Wise  Sovereign  of  Vancouver  Rose 
Croix  Chapter.  He  was  also  very  active  in  British  Columbia 
Consistory  and  was  elected  Commander-in-Chief  1927  and 
served  a  full  three-year  term. 

The  ability  displayed  by  Bro.  Goodman  and  the  love 
and  devotion  which  he  undoubtedly  felt  for  the  work  result¬ 
ed  in  his  being  coroneted  an  Honourary  Inspector-General, 
October  26th,  1921. 

Bro.  Goodman  was  married  in  the  early  nineties,  his 
wife  predeceasing  him  by  some  years.  His  only  known 
relative  is  one  son  who  survives  him. 

Bro.  Goodman  was  one  who  was  somewhat  reserved  in 
his  habits ;  he  was  slow  to  make  friends  but  when  once  you 
knew  him  you  knew  a  friend  for  life.  He  was  of  a  kindly 
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disposition,  pleasing  personality  and  altogether  a  sterling 
character.  He  passed  away  at  a  ripe  old  age,  his  work 
finished  and  well  done,  leaving  a  memory  to  be  revered  by 
those  who  knew  him  best. 

The  end  came  April  6th,  1946,  in  his  86th  year;  his 
funeral  was  conducted  by  Western  Gate  Lodge,  No.  48, 
B.C.R.,  on  April  9th,  1946.

On  April  19th,  1946,  after  strolling  around  the  beauti¬ 
ful  garden  of  his  Vancouver  home  he  sat  down  to  rest,  say¬ 
ing  he  was  “just  a  little  tired.”  Suddenly  he  collapsed  and 
expired. 

Thus  closed  the  long  and  active  life  of  this  pioneer 
citizen  and  Mason.  Born  in  Ingersoll,  Ontario,  on  October 
25th,  1869,  he  attended  school  at  Simcoe,  coming  west  in 
April,  1886.  In  Calgary  he  completed  his  trade  as  watch¬ 
maker  and  in  1889  moved  to  Moose  Jaw  where  he  carried  on 
business  until  1892  when  he  joined  the  “running  trade”  of 
the  C.P.R.  In  1896  he  was  promoted  to  passenger  con¬ 
ductor,  continuing  until  superannuation  on  January  1st, 
1935. 

He  was  a  lifelong  Anglican;  member  of  Kiwanis  and 
of  the  Brotherhood  of  Conductors,  in  all  of  which  he  served 
as  an  officer. 

Aside  from  his  home  and  church,  in  A.  F.  &  A.  Masonry 
and  its  concordant  orders  he  found  his  lifelong  interest.  The 
following  is  the  record :

Throughout  the  years  he  served  Freemasonry  efficient¬ 
ly  and  faithfully  in  many  capacities  but  it  was  as  a  member

There  on  April  25th  he  was  laid  to  rest,  the  rites  of 
the  Church  being  administered  by  Rev.  Canon  S.  Williams 
and  the  Masonic  funeral  ceremony  being  conducted  by  M. 
W.  Bro.  Fred  C.  Hayes,  Grand  Master.  In  attendance  were 
six  Past  Grand  Masters,  a  number  of  Grand  Lodge  officers 
and  a  large  concourse  of  sorrowing  Brethren  and  friends. 

He  was  known  far  and  wide  as  ‘Jimmy’  and  that  dimin¬ 
utive  of  James,  meaning  ‘the  beloved’,  sums  up  the  true 
measure  of  his  friendliness  and  our  love  for  him. 

To  his  widow,  three  sons  and  daughter  who  mourn  his 
loss,  we  tender  our  sincere  sympathy  and  pray  that  around 
and  underneath  may  be  the  ‘Everlasting  Arms’  to  bear  them 
up,  comfort  and  sustain  them.

Bringing  to  an  end  a  valiant  struggle  with  a  malignant 
enemy,  at  about  the  noon  hour  on  June  17th,  1946,  death 
brought  release  from  .the  burdens  of  the  flesh  to  Ill.'.Bro.’. 
James  Clark  MacGregor,  33°,  at  the  home  in  Guelph  which 
he  and  his  older  brother  John,  32°,  had  shared  for  many 
years.  A  year  or  more  previously  Ill.'.Bro. '.MacGregor  had 
been  stricken,  and  had  undergone  a  serious  operation  in 
the  Guelph  General  Hospital,  following  which  he  spent 
many  months  in  that  institution.  Ultimately  he  recovered 
sufficiently  to  return  home,  and  resume  his  old  associations 
on  a  very  limited  scale.  His  passing  came  rather  suddenly, 
following  a  fit  of  coughing  which  lasted  nearly  two  days. 
His  last  active  participation  in  Masonic  work  had  been  at 
the  Spring  Reunion  of  Royal  City  Lodge  of  Perfection,  when 
he  presided  in  the  exemplification  of  the  7th  Degree,  as  he 
had  done  steadily  at  the  Reunions  for  many  years. 

The  funeral  service  was  held  on  June  20th  in  the  Tovell 
Funeral  Home,  Guelph,  with  his  minister,  the  Reverend 
David  H.  Marshall  of  St.  Andrew’s  Presbyterian  Church 
officiating.  The  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  M.'.P.*. 
Bro.'.Dr.  D.  G.  Mcllwraith  attended  the  service  as  did  also 
many  Masonic  Brethren,  from  Guelph  and  other  points  in 
the  Valley  of  Guelph.  The  pallbearers  were  all  members  of 
Supreme  Council,  Ill.'.Bro. '.Rev.  Dr.  C.  E.  Kenney,  of 
Guelph;  Ill.'.Bro.'.W.  M.  Lochead  and  Ill.’.Bro. ’.George 
DeKleinhans,  of  Kitchener;  and  Ill.'. Bros. \C.  H.  Cunning¬ 
ham,  C.  M.  Dent,  and  E.  B.  Thompson,  of  Hamilton.  In  the 
mausoleum  at  Woodlawn  Cemetery,  Guelph,  a  Masonic 
service  was  held  under  the  auspices  of  Waverley  Lodge,  No. 
361. 


Our  late  Ill.'.Bro. ‘.MacGregor  was  born  at  Woodside 
in  the  City  of  Aberdeen,  Scotland,  on  the  24th  day  of  Febru- 
rary,  1876.  His  parents  were  John  and  Margaret  Mac¬ 
Gregor,  with  whom  he  came  to  Canada,  accompanied  by  his 
grand-uncle,  the  late  William  MacKenzie,  Esquire,  of  the 
Estate  of  Fortrie,  Aberdeen,  Scotland.  For  a  time  this 
grand-uncle  resided  at  “Rosehill”  (now  the  residence  of 
Louis  L.  Lang,  Esquire),  in  the  city  of  Galt,  Ont.,  but  later 
returned  to  Aberdeen,  Scotland,  to  live.  The  wife  of  this 
grand-uncle,  and  the  mother  of  the  late  Ill.'.Bro. '.Absalom 
Shade  Allan  33°,  one-time  sheriff  of  the  County  of  Wel¬ 
lington,  were  sisters. 
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Ill.*. Bro. '.MacGregor  had  lived  continuously  in  Guelph 
since  coming  to  Canada  about  fifty-five  years  ago.  He 
never  married.  For  some  years  he  worked  as  a  wood- 
finisher  in  the  factory  of  the  Bell  Piano  &  Organ  Company. 
When  that  business  was  closed  he  went  into  the  wood¬ 
finishing  business  on  his  own  account. 

His  entrance  into  Masonry  took  place  on  Feb.  10th, 
1913,  in  Waverley  Lodge,  No.  361  G.R.C.,  A.F.  &  A.M.  He 
was  passed  on  March  12th,  and  raised  on  April  23rd,  1913. 
He  was  Master  of  his  mother  lodge  in  1932. 

He  received  his  Fourteenth  Degree  in  Royal  City  Lodge 
of  Perfection  A.  &  A.S.R.  on  June  5th,  1916,  and  was  elected 
T.'.P.'.G.'.M.’.of  that  body  in  1923.  In  1929  Royal  City 
Lodge  of  Perfection  honoured  him  with  a  Life  Membership 
certificate.  He  was  received  into  Guelph  Chapter  Rose 
Croix  on  April  18th,  1918,  and  was  its  M.’.W.'.S.hfor 
1923-24.  He  joined  Moore  Consistory  on  February  28th, 

1919,  when  he  received  the  19th  and  30th  Degrees.  On  Sept. 
25th,  1919,  he  received  the  31st  Degree,  and  on  Jan.  29th, 

1920,  the  32nd  Degree.  On  October  7th,  1925,  he  was 
coroneted  an  Honourary  Inspector-General  of  the  Supreme 
Council  of  Canada,  at  the  Annual  Session  in  the  city  of 
Montreal. 

The  late  Ill. ’.Bro.*. MacGregor  was  particularly  well 
known  for  the  thoroughness  and  impressiveness  of  his  work 
in  the  lodge  room.  As  a  ritualist  he  was  unsurpassed.  In 
both  the  Craft  and  Scottish  Rite  Bodies,  his  dignity  and 
decorum,  his  poise  and  propriety,  the  rhythm  and  regularity 
of  his  ritualistic  reproduction,  made  his  presence  a  pleasure, 
and  his  influence  an  inspiration.  Whatever  Masonic  work 
he  undertook  was  correctly  and  well  done.  He  was  faithful 
not  only  in  his  attendance  in  Royal  City  Lodge  of  Perfec¬ 
tion,  and  Guelph  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  but  also  in  Waver¬ 
ley  Lodge,  No.  361,  A.F.  &  A.M.,  and  his  work  in  the  cere¬ 
monies  in  all  of  them,  and  also  as  director  of  the  22nd 
Degree  in  Moore  Consistory,  will  long  be  remembered. 


We  miss  and  mourn  him  with  affectionate  regard.  We 
think  of  him  in  the  language  of  the  8th  Degree  “God  had 
placed  him  here  to  do  some  work,  and  when  that  work  was 
done,  then  God  but  called  him  home.” 
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His  surviving  brother,  Ill. \Bro.\ John  MacGregor  32°, 
has  provided  a  hospital  bed  as  a  memorial  to  our  late 
lamented  brother.  It  has  been  added  to  the  number  of 
hospital  beds  which  Royal  City  Lodge  of  Perfection  is 
making  available  to  the  sick  who  do  not  require,  or  are 
unable  to  afford,  hospitalization.

After  a  long  and  useful  life  Ill. ‘.Bro.‘. William  Ira 
Clark  passed  away  peacefully  in  Alliston  on  June  28th,  1946, 
at  the  ripe  old  age  of  ninety-one  years  and  four  months. 

He  was  born  on  January  27th,  1855  on  a  farm  in  the 
Township  of  West  Gwillimbury  settled  by  his  father  in  1830. 

He  experienced  in  his  early  years  many  of  the  hard¬ 
ships  of  pioneer  life.  The  overcoming  of  these  hardships 
developed  in  him  a  strong  and  independent  character  which 
lent  strength  to  him  in  his  after  years. 

Leaving  his  West  Gwillimbury  home  in  1884,  Mr. 
Clark  came  to  Alliston  to  enter  the  insurance  business  with 
Mr.  F.  A.  Lett.  After  two  years  he  took  over  the  work  and 
through  his  reliability  and  fair  dealing  succeeded  in  build¬ 
ing  up  a  business  which  he  continued  until  his  retirement  a 
few  years  ago. 

In  1880  he  married  Lydia  Jane  Fisher  who  died  in  1907 
leaving  a  family  of  six  children.  In  1909  Mr,  Clark  married 
Mrs.  Thomas  Berwick  of  Liverpool,  England.  All  of  Mr. 
Clark’s  children  survive. 

To  Mrs.  Clark  and  the  members  of  his  family  the 
sincere  sympathy  of  the  Supreme  Council  is  extended. 

Mr.  Clark  spent  a  busy  and  useful  sixty-two  years  in 
Alliston  and  left  his  mark  on  the  town.  He  was  a  faithful 
and  strong  supporter  of  the  Methodist  Church,  now  St. 
John’s  United  Church,  and  for  many  years  was  on  the  Board 
of  Management  of  that  church.  He  was  always  interested 
in  matters  affecting  education  and  for  over  thirty  years  was 
a  member  of  the  High  School  Board. 

He  was  a  very  prominent  Mason  in  the  Alliston  district, 
being  Past  Master  of  Seven  Star  Lodge,  No.  285,  A.F.  & 
A.M.,  and  was  a  most  regular  attendant  at  the  meetings  of 
the  Lodge,  seldom  missing  a  meeting  until  recent  years. 

His  interest  in  Masonry  and  his  high  moral  character 
marked  him  out  as  a  man  in  that  district  on  whom  the 
Supreme  Council  might  confer  the  Honourary  Degree  of 
Inspector-General.  This  honour  was  conferred  on  him 
in  1925. 
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Mr.  Clark  had  a  most  remarkable  memory,  as  was 
frequently  evidenced  in  the  excellent  manner  in  which  he 
entered  into  the  work  of  conferring  the  degrees. 

A  man  of  fine  judgment,  his  advice  was  widely  sought 
and  willingly  given.  He  was  a  pleasing  speaker,  his  words 
coming  with  a  characteristic  clipped  completeness  were  in¬ 
dicative  of  the  clarity  and  sequence  of  his  thought.  He 
possessed  a  sweet  reasonableness  that  made  his  influence 
felt  far  and  wide.  His  eyes  were  fixed  on  the  verities  of 
lif,  bringing  an  increase  of  his  faith  not  only  in  his  fellow 
men  but  in  his  God.  Early  in  life  he  learned  that  the 
charities  that  are  of  greatest  value  are  the  fruitage  of  a 
heart  that  loves  its  fellow  creatures. 

The  influence  of  such  a  man  on  any  community  can 
never  be  reckoned,  but  it  may  be  sufficient  to  say  that  the 
high  regard  in  which  he  was  held  and  the  example  for  good 
that  he  set  must  have  influenced  the  community  in  which 
he  lived  and  made  it  a  better  place  because  he  had  lived 
there. 

Ill. ‘.Bro.*. Clark,  though  advanced  in  years,  kept  him¬ 
self  young  by  the  interest  he  evinced  in  his  neighbourhood. 
He  enjoyed  remarkable  health  up  to  a  week  or  two  before 
his  death  and  was  happy  to  greet  old  and  young  alike  who 
revered  him  and  respected  him  as  one  of  Alliston’s  best 
beloved  citizens.
